Macready Altitude Mark 
Depends on Calibration 


One Instrument on Plane Records 39,025 Feet, 561 Feet 
Short of World Record—74 Degrees Below 
Zero Is Encountered. 


Dayton, Ohio, March 13 (By A. 
P.).——Lieut. John A. Macready, of 
McCook field, today made another 
attempt to make a world’s altitude 
record, but whether he was success- 
fu) will not be definitely established 
until official recording instruments 
have been calibrated by the United 
States bureau of standards at Wash- 
ington. The unofficial reading made 
by officials here, showed the veteran 
army pilot had reached 39,025 feet— 
which is 561 feet short of the record 
held by Lieut. Callizo, French avia- 
tor. This reading, McCook field of- 
ficials say, might be exceeded by 
some of the other instruments, as 
the one calibrated today had worked 
imperfectly at a high altitude, 
the mechanism apparently having 
stopped for a time. The other Mc- 
Cook barograph will not be calibrat- 
ed until next week. ° 

Lieut. Macready showed no ill- 
effects of the flight and asserted it 
was “not quite so cold” as the flight 
he made last month in an attempt to 
get an altitude record. The tem- 
perature, according to the instru- 
ments, was 74 degrees below zero, 
Fahrenheit. 

For several thousand feet, Lieut. 
Macready said, the same plane he 


used last month did not function 
properly, a fouled spark Plug forced 
him to land 10 minutes after his 
first take off and although a new 
set of spark plugs was installed be- 
fore he made the second take off he 
still’ experienced slight 
trouble. 


Officials at the field and Lieut. 
Macready said that in case the offi- 
cial calibration failed to show that 
the altitude record had been broken 
the lieutenant would probably try 
again. When Lieut. Macready at- 
tempted to break the ‘record late in 
January and was forced down by 
mechanical defects, the official cali- 
bration made by officials at Wash- 
ington showed that he had gone 
several thousand feet higher than 
the unofficial calibration showed 
Officials are hopeful that the offi- 
cial calibrations on today’s Ylight 
might show that Macready broke 
the record. 

Lieut. Macready said, however, 
that he had pushed his plane to the 
limit today. At 37,000 feet he said 
his liquid oxygen supply on which 
he depends in rarified air, gave out 
and he was forced to use the emer-

A new type of light is under 
consideration by District authorities 
with which to try to decrease Wash- 
ington’s toll of dead from traffic 
accidents. It is a lantern to hang 
at the top of the center stanchion 
at the approach to a subway under 
a viaduct. 


Three persons have met their 


death in the last three years, ac 
cording to Director of Traffic M. O. 
Eldridge, by cars crashing into the 
piers of street underpasses beneath 
viaducts at night. 

The lantern he proposes will 
throw a constant flood of brilliant 
white light directly down, illumi- 
nating a spot in the middle of the 
subway approach and also. the 
stanchion to which it is attached. 
The upright will be painted, as at 
present, with black and white qi- 
agonal stripes. 

The sides of the lanterns con- 
'tain amber lights, with flashing 
devices, to signal warnings to. ap- 
proaching motorists to drive 
cautiously. 

In addition to so equipping ex- 
isting subways, Mr. Eldridge also 
is considering recommending to the 
commissioners that in future via 
ducts be constructed without sup- 
porting piers in the roadway, when 
practicable.

He gives effect to the plans and 
methods of economy worked out by 
those two great administrators, 
Andrew W. Mellon and Herbert 
Hoover.”’ 

“Franklin would have earnestly 
contended for tax reforms in the 
revenue bill and would have had 
contempt for the Paul Pry feature 
which was happily stricken from 
the bill.’””’ As to the army and navy 
bill, the Senator said Franklin be- 
lieved ‘“‘in preparedness as the price 
of peace.’’ 

““As to the Italian debt.’’ the 
speaker said, Franklin ‘‘would ap- 
prove the settlement which Presi- 
dent Coolidge and Mr. Mellon rec- 
ommended. 


League Defects Basic. 


“ft can imagine Franklin looking 
on. at the events of the day in 
Geneva with mingled amusement 
and concern. There are two basic 
defects in the League of Nations. 
Each of them is fatal to its perma- 
nency and effectiveness. One de- 
fect is the attempt to set up ma- 
chinery for determining for mem- 
ber states the position they are to 
take in the event of future trouble. 
The other defect is the attempt to 
distinguish between little powers 
and big ones and to allot cor- 
responding places to thtm on the 
council. It is the futility of advance 
commitments which is swinging en- 
lightened British opinion against 
the league covenants. It is the sub- 
stitution of aristocracy for de- 
mocracy among nations that is 
threatening the league at Geneva. 
We cannot be too thankful that we 
are free from thege entanglements.” 
The Senate reservations provide 
adequate protection to American 
adherents to the world court. he 
added. 


Attacks on Coolidge. 


**All the while,’’ the senator con- 
tinued, after mentioning legislation 
confronting the Senate, “from the 
Same old. coalition of Democrats 
and radicals there come attempts 
to embarrass the Secretary of the 
Treasury and the Attorney General, 
and through them the President. 
But the shots fall short and now 
and then the rifle kicks over the 
man who fires it. The fact is that 
your government is being well con- 
ducted under safe and sane exetu- 
tive leadership.”’ 

senator McKinley, in his warn- 
ing against what he called the tend- 
ency toward ‘‘bloc government,” de- 
clared that “if it is not checked we 
may find ourselves in a chaotic sit- 
uation such as is found in France, 
without any settled policy of gov- 
ernment.’’ France’s trouble, he 
said, is the result of bloc govern- 
ment. 

“‘An investigation was sprung in 
the Senate last Thursday, and sup- 
porting it we find the Democrats 
and the so-called bloe of insurgent 
Republicans. The Senate through 
a combination of blocs voted for 
an investigation of the tariff com- 
mission. This investigation § is 
nothing else than a political attack 
on President Coolidge.’’

Pinchot Supports Coolidge. 


This was made certain yesterday 
when Gov. Pinchot, in his formal 
Statement announcing his candi- 
dacy, proclaimed himself to be “‘a 
Republican and a _ supporter of 
President Coolidge.’’ 

There had been some _ doubt 
whether the Pennsylvania governor 
would go so far in the declaration. 


He has been an outspoken critic of | 


Andrew W. Mellon, Secretary of the 
Treasury, and on more than one 
occasion has attacked him bitterly 
on the ground that he was respon- 
sible for the breakdown in the en- 
forcement of the Volstead act. 
Moreover, his activity during the 
recent coal strike was interpreted 
by certain administration leaders 
as an effort to place the President 
in a hole from which he might not 
be able to extricate himself with- | 
out a loss of political prestige. 
Senator Pepper is recognized as 
a loyal administration senator, and 
the President would be justified in 
advocating his renomination if he 
desired to interfere in State con- 
tests. He shifted his position on the 
world court this winter largely in 
deference to the President’s .wishes, 
and has voted with the administra- 
tion in every controversial issue 
that has arisen in the Senate this 
session, to say nothing of the 
speeches he has made lauding the 
President and his administration. 
Likewise, Representative Vare 
has a good legislative record from 
an administration standpoint. He 
always votes regular, and has not 
been guilty of throwing any 
wrenches into the machinery of the 
regular Republican House organiza- 
tion. That he is on terms of 
friendly intimacy with the Presi- 
dent is attested by a conferenc 6 that 
took place between them ‘at the 
White House this week. It was un- 
derstood at that time that the 
President, assured him that he 
would adhere to a “hands off’’ 
policy in the senatorial contest. 


Varied Forces in Party. 


The intriguing feature of the 
Pennsylvanja contest is the varied 
forces within the Republican party 
which will be lined up on either 
Side, and the change that will be 
brought about in the Senate itself 
by the election of the successful 
nominee.

I find that continued delay in 
sending out American ships, espe- 
cially American liners, is producing 
an increasingly unfavorable im- 
pression. ” * * Delay is 
taken to mean the submission of 
our government to the German 
blockade. * * * There is 
a tendency, even in high govern- 
ment circles, to regard the reasons 
for delay which are published here 
as technicalities which a national 
crisis should sweep aside. British 
opinion couples the delay of our 
ships with the sinking of the La- 
conia and the Zimmermann tele- 
gram, and seems to be reaching the 
conclusion that our government will 
not be able to take positive action 
under any provocation. The feeling 
which the newspaper dispatches 
from the United States produce on 
the British mind is that our govern- 
ment is holding back our people un- 
til the blockade of our ships, the 
Zimmermann telegram and the La- 
conia shall be forgotten and until 
the British navy shall overcome the 
German submarines. There is dan- 
ger that this feeling hardens into 
a conviction and interfere with any 
influence that we might otherwise 
have when peace comes. 


So friendly a man as Viscount 
Grey, of Fallodon, writes me pri- 
vately from his retirement: “I do

“March 24, 1917: Lansing has 
no idea what the President has in 
mind to say in his address to Con- 
gress when it convenes. He saw 
the President and tried in several 
ways to get some line upon his 
thought, but failed. He wishes me 
to write the President and tell him 
what I think should be done, be- 
lieving my advice will be along the 
lines of his, Lansing’s views. He is 
as anxious as I am that the Presi- 
dent should take the reins in his 
own hands and not allow Congress 
to run away with the situation.”’ 
House was sure of the Presi- 
dent’s final decision. On March 21 
he wrote to Page: 


“So far as we are concerned, 
we are in the war now, even though 
a formal declaration may not occur 
until after Congress meets April 2. 
All the departments are preparing 
as rapidly as possible, but, even 
so, it will take time to get in a posi- 
tion where the Germans can not 
destroy our coastwise shipping in 
the event they have submarines 
lurking near our coasts.”’ 

Much of the influence which the 
colonel exercised over President 
Wilson resulted from his invariable 
refusal to become excited or to 
press arguments upon him. When 
he finally decided that the time had 
come for him to discuss matters 
with Wilson, his announcement con-

“Billy Phillips came from Wash- 
ington,’’ wrote House on March 9, 
‘“‘to deliver some messages from the 
Secretary and Frank Polk. Fortu- 
nately, the main things the Secre- 
tary wanted, the President had al- 
ready done a few hours ago; that 
is, he gave the order for arming 
of merchantmen and called Con- 
gress in executive session,”’ 

“March 19, 1917: 
me twice from Washington,’ wrote 
Col. House. ‘‘He is disturbed at 
the Préesident’s inertia, and he and 
Lansing wish me to come to Wash- 
ington to see if I cannot, stir him 
into action. Both ° ° ° 
wish Congress called immediately. 
I doubt whether this is wise. The 
President has authority now to do 
what is necessary to prepare the 
country before a declaration of war, 
and it is to our advantage to make 
some preparation before hostilities 
begin. . Our coastwise shipping 
might find itself in a bad way if war 
were decared suddenly. 

“March 20, 1917: X was my first 
caller. He is disturbed because 
there is not more activity in Wash- 
ington and because the President 
has no well-defined policy of action. 
He believes there will be an unfav- 
orable reaction against the Presi- 
dent unless he formulates a plan 
and announces it, at least to his 
closest advisers, and follows it vig- 
orously.’”’ 


Wilson was evidently persuaded 
of the need to call Congress at 
once; but, although he wanted the 
opinion of the cabinet, he showed 
no inclination to share his with 
them. 


‘March 1917: Gregory,’’ re- 
corded House, ‘‘told of the last cab- 
inet meeting (March 20). He 
thinks the President had no idea of 
talling Congress together earlier 
than the 16th, but was persuaded 
to call it on the 2d of April because 
of the unanimous opinion of the 
cabinet that he should do so. He 
said Burleson remarked that the 
peopte wished this country to go 
into the war actively. The Presi- 
dent replied that it did not make so 
much difference what the people 
wished as what was right. Burle- 
son answered that, if he were Presi- 
dent and a situation like this arose 
he would want the opinion of the 
people back of him. 

“The President gave no intima- 
tion to the cabinet as to what he 
intended to do, but early next 
morning he called Congress for 
April 2. When Gregory telephoned 
yesterday at 10 o’clock to tell me 
he would be in New York today he 
did not know then that the Presi- 
dent had made the call.

He says there was 
something akin to panic there in 
the early part of the week and that 
there was a feeling in governmental 
circles that if the President did not 
act promptly a strike would come 
about in cabinet and official cir- 
cles.

Having pictured Wilson’s disa- 
blities to his face, with a tact which

Before the completion of Christ 
cburech the vestry purchased a bury- 
ing ground bordering on the pres- 
ent Anacostia river. The oniginal 
purchase price was $200. But the 
cemetery has been added to from 
time to time until it now embraces 
20 acres, within which space no 
less than 48,000 persons now sleep. 
The cemetery has outgrown the 
church in fame. The prominence 
of Christ church naturally made its 
burying ground a kind of Westmin- 
Ster abbey, where the great men of 
the new nation found final repose. 
It is gstimated that more men 
prominent in the early history of 
the republic are buried in Congres- 
Sional cemetery than in any other 
cemetery in the country. 

Congressional cemetery is  per- 
haps best known for its uncouth 
cenotaphs, which stretch out over 
the greensward in grim, dismal 
rows. One hundred government 
officials, mostly members of Con- 
gress, are buried beneath these 
massive, exotic-appearing stones, 
and 85 are erected in memory of 
senators and representatives buried 
in other places.

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A board of medical officers ap- | 
pointed recently by Gen. Frank T. | 
Hines, director of the veterans’ bu- 
reau, began yesterday to write a 
new page in pathological history by 
compiling information on the effects 
of war gases on the human system. 

The investigation, which will be 
conducted by the board, is some- 
thing entirely new, for although the 
effects of gases on animals have 
been studied, little attention has 
heretofore been given to the effects 
upon the human body and mind. 
France has: gone a little way into 
the study, but in spite of the effect 
occasioned by the introduction of 
gases into warfare and the disas- 
trous results which followed, no sci- 
entific kndOwledge of great impor- 
tance has yet been derived from 
symptoms exhibited by gassed cases, 
it.is explained. The investigation 
will take about a year. 


Bureau Physicians to Aid. 


As many of the corps of 1,300 doc- 
tors of the veterans’ bureau as can | 
be spared will be enlisted in making | 
examinations, which will be con- 
ducted among gassed patients in 
all the 50 bureau hospitals over the 
country, and who apply for clinical 
treatment at the 55 regional offices 
of the bureau. 

The poard consists of Dr. A. K. 
Krause, associate professor of medi- 
cine at Johns Hopkins university; 
Lieut. Col. Harry L. Gilchrist, chief 
of the research division of the chem- 
ical warfare service, and Dr. Philip 
B. Matz, chief of the medical re- | 
search subdivision of the bureau. 

The board has adopted a program 
upon which the preliminary work 
began yesterday. The first thing to 
be done, it is declared, igs to obtain 
from the adjutant general’s office 
the records of 72,550 men who were 
gassed overseas. These will be 
checked with the records of the bu- 
reau in order that those suffering 
from gas poisoning may be desig- 
nated and their whereabouts deter- 
mined. 


To Study Effects of Gas. 


Special attention will be given 
to the psychiatric effects of gas, 
it is announced. But various phases 
of the effects upon the body, wheth- 
er it is confined to the lungs, or 
whatever developments it makes 
otherwise, will also be diligently 
studied.” The effects in proportion | 
to the degree of the gassed con-,| 
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dition will also he _ observed. |

Mr. Scripps started his career as | 
a reporter on a newspaper in Ohio. | 
owned by an older brother, when | 
20 years old. His newspaper. op-| 
erations had their headquarters in | 
that State at Cincinnati. His home 
was at West Chester. 

Immediately after his retirement 
from the noise and rush incidental 
to newspaper offices he had an un- 
usual passion for quiet. Two years 
ago he gave instruction that should 
he die at sea, he should be buried 
in the ocean.

TEATILE STRIKE HEADS 
TO GALL ON PRESIDENT 


Workers Unable to Earn a 
Living Wage, Committee 
Will Assert.

Chicago, March 13.—‘'The Story 
of My Married Life,” by J. Mere- 
dith Towne, heir to the millions 
of the founder of the Yale & Towne 
Co., Eastern lock manufacturers, 
was safely in his possession today 
after a mechanic, under the super- 
vision, of deputy sheriffs, had 
broken open a vault in the Evans- 
ton Trust & Savings Bank and 
seized Towne’s diary and other per- 
sonal papers. 

Towne posted a $1,000 bond with 
Deputy Sheriff Henry Krauter and 
was allowed to keep the papers. It 
is not expected that his estranged 
wife, Mrs. Dorothy Ravin Towne, 
will dispute the taking of the papers 
from the vault, which was rented 
by her, since the papers were ob- 
viously Towne’s property. 

Towne said the diary and other 
manuscripts, including one entitled 
“The Story of My Married Life,” 
were stolen from his trunk by his 
wife. She apparently wished to use 
the papers in a divorce suit she is 
contemplating. The Townes have 
been involved in a series of divorce 
suits ever since their elopement in 
1919, when she was a worker in his 
father’s factory. 

Towne hired detectives to trail 
his wife and they reported that she 
left her apartment in the Ridgeview 
hotel, Evanston, one day last week 
with a packet of papers which she 
deposited in a vault in the Evans- 
ton bank.

Transcontinental railroads failed 
yesterday for the second time in five 
years to win Interstate Commerce 
Commission approval of reduced 
freight rates on long hauls without 
applying the cuts to intermediate 
movements. 


The case decided yesterday was 
that of the Western transconti- 
nental carriers, who sought reduc- 
tions on 47 commodities moving 
from origin territory west of the 
Indiana State line to Pacific coast 
terminals in an effort to cope with 
Fastern manufacturers who can ship 
through the Panama canal. 

By a 7 to 3 vote, with Commis- 
sioners Esch, Meyer and Aitchison 
dissenting, the commission held that 
while the carriers hoped to stimu- 
late traffic through the proposed re- 
-ductions and increase net revenues, 
they had not applied the cuts to 
intermediate destinations because 
this would have ‘‘more than offset 
the gain from increased traffic to 
the ports.”’ 


Case Pending Three Years. 


The case had been pending three 
Years and involved the long and 
short haul provision of section 4 
of the Interstate Commerce act 
which makes it discretionary with 
the commission to grant relief by 
permitting lower rates for long 
than for short hauls. The Gooding 
bill, pending in the Senate, would 
wipe out this discretionary power. 

The commission held that the re- 
duced rates would have diverted a 
substantial volume of traffic, prin- 
cipally iron and steel articles, from 
interior eastern points to Chicago 
territory, and would have deprived 
eastern lines of the revenue thev 
now derive from the movement of 
such traffic to Atlantic ports. No 
estimate of this loss, it said, ap- 
peared in the record of the case. 

With an all-rail movement from 
Chicago of 300,000 tons of iron and 
steel a year and a gain of 50 per 
cent because of the reduction in 
rail rates, the commission declared 
by way of illustration, the eastern 
lines would lose the revenue of 
-150,000 tons. 


Possible $1,000,000 Loss. 


“If this tonnage should be lost 
to the Pittsburgh district,” it as- 
serted, “the Eastern lines would 
los6 in the neighborhood of $1,- 
000,000. At 40 cents per 100 
pounds the loss to the water lines 
would exceed $1,000,000.” 

While the gain to the Western 
lines would about offset the loss to 
the Eastern carriers and water lines 
the commission added, the Eastern 
roads would not only ‘“‘suffer a loss 
of revenue through a reduction in 
the water-borne traffic, but the in- 
crease in the spread between the 
all-rail rates from Chicago and 
from the East would tend to de- 
prive them of a considerable pro- 
portion of such traffic as now origi- 
nates in the East and moves by 
wai.” 

The dissenting commissioners, 
who set forth their views at length, 
declared the mapority had failed to 
decide the question whether the 
proposed cuts, if applied on shorter 
hauls, would be fully compensatory, 
or whether the present rates to the 
intermediate territory are reason- 
able or unreasonable. 


Called Fundamental Question, 


This, they declated, had ‘‘always 
been considered one of the funda- 
mental questions in cases of this 
kind.’’ 

The principal commodities on 
which the roads sought reductions 
were iron and steel, paper and 
paper products, ammunition, cot- 
ton piece goods, lard substitutes, 
paint, roofing, rosin, soap, and 
soda. 

Extensive hearings were held 
throughout the country, with mid- 
West interests, excepting the iron 
and steel industries affiliated with 
the United States Steel Cuv.’pora- 
tion, generally supporting ine re- 
duced rates and Eastern manufac- 
turers and shippers aligned with 
the opposition. Except for certain 
lumber, fruit, mining and flour 
milling interests, those in the inter- 
mountain territory also withheld 
their support of the proposed re- 
ductions.

Denying the assertion of the ma- 
jority that the tariff is not responsi- 
ble for these monopolistic controls, 
the minority declares: 

“The time of the enactment of 
the Fordney law as it related to the 
launching of the Stevenson plan, 
however, is entirely immaterial. 
This is true because the Stevenson 
plan was represented as having for 
its only purpose the stabilization of 
rubber prices at 36 cents a pound. 
This within itself was unobjection- 
able so far as other countries were 
concerned. It was after the- Ford- 
ney law with its trade restrictions 
and di«ecriminations and obstruc- 
tions had for some time been in op- 
eration, before it was made possible 
for the Stevenson commission’s 
work to result in and become a 
price-holdup agency. 

“Attention might also be called 
to the fact that the Brazilian coffee 
restrictions originated during the 
Dingley high tariff and were placed 
in operation during high tariffs in 
this country. It is well for us to 
look to our own policies and see if 
they are not an invitation to others 
to engage in practices such as those 
against which we protest justly at 
this time. In other words, thoce 
who seek equity must do equity.”’ 


Avoided Through Free Trade. 


America could have pursued free 
this

‘‘America,”’ it says, ‘‘never had such 
an opportunity for favorable agree- 
ments of this kind embracing each 
of the important materials we do 
not produce as she has since the 
war, when so many countries and 
industries therein have had occasion 
to invoke either her financial or 
general business cooperation. These 
opportunities and the entire princi- 
ple of fair trade agreements have 
been cast. aside, however, and 
America herself has proceeded to 
set the opposite example which has 
left to her as her sole remedy, the 
boycott and retaliation which in all 
the past have inevitably led to bit- 
ter economic war and acute un- 
friendliness among nations. 

“The entire British press for 
further illustration, justified the 
recent rubber price expansion upon 
the ground that America herself was 
pursuing economic policies which 
embraced this precise principle and 
practice, Boycott can ‘be only 
temporary relief and is fatal to 
trade relief and international under- 
standing.”’

Succession to the presidency of 
Howard university, following Dr. 


| J. Stanley Durkee’s acceptance of 


the pastorship of Plymouth church, 
Brooklyn, has provoked  wide- 
spread discussion among colored 
citizens and alumni of the institu- 
tior. Dr. Sterling N. Brown, for

WHEAT PRICES RISE 
AS REPORTS SHOW 
CMLL RESERVES

Advances of 4 to 5 Cents a 
Bushel in Most Markets 
Follow Estimates. 


RYE CONTINUES WEAK; 
FLAX ADVANCES 6 CENTS 


Stocks of Barley, on Farms 
and in Principal Marts, 
Larger Than 1925.

The March 1 estimate by the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture showing small stocks of 
wheat on farms and in country 
mills and elevators was a strength- 
ening factor in the wheat market 
during the week ended yesterday, 
aceording to the department’s 
weekly grain market review, and 
prices advanced 4 to 5 cents a 
bushel at most of the markets. 
Farm reserves of feed grains were 
materially larger than last year, 
but demand showed more activity 
and prices held steady. The rye 
market continued weak, but flax 
prices advanced about 6 cents a 
bushel, reflecting the firmer foreign 
markets. 

Holdings of wheat on farms and 
in the principal trade channels on 
March 1 were about 13 per cent be- 
low those of last year and were 
smaller than for any year on this 
date since 1917. Prospects are, 
however, that this reduction may 
be largely offset by the decline in 
net exports during the remainder 
of the crop year, but if the con- 
sumption of wheat until June 30 is 
no larger than for this period last 
year around 15,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, including flour, may be ex- 
ported without reducing stocks ma- 
terially below the 1925 carryover. 

The supply of wheat this year 
was estimated at about.753,642,000 
bushels. Net exports have totaled 
about 55,436,000 bushels, while do- 
mestic consumption for the crop 
year to March 1 accounted for about 
475,393,000 bushels additional, 
leaving about 222,813,000 bushels 
available for the remainder of the 
crop year, compared with 256,101,- 
000 bushels last year. 


Estimate of Surplus. 


What disposition will be made of 
this supply can only be approxi- 
mately estimated, but if domestic 
disappearance is no larger than last 
year’s estimate of 120,767,000 
bushels, slightly over 100,000,000 
bushels will be available for export 
and carryover. The domestic dis- 
appearance last year, howeyer, was 
unusually small. 

The cash wheat markets ad- 
vanced with future markets, 
although prices for hard and soft 
winter wheat lacked about 1 cent 
per bushel of following the full ad- 
vance. Lower protein wheats were 
in better demand at Minneapolis 
and brought relatively higher pre- 
miums than the higher grades, 
which sold at about 12 to 15 cents 
over the May price for 12 per cent 
protein, No. 1, dark Northern; 12% 
per cent protein was quoted at 13 
to 16 cents over the May price, and 
13 per cent 14 to 18 cents over. 
No, 1 amber durum sold March 12 
at $1.40 to $1.60 a bushel, an ad- 
vance of about 3% cents for the 
week. No. 2 hard winter at Kansas 
City, 12 per cent protein, sold at 10 
to 11 cents over the May '§ price; 
12% per cent, 11 to 12 cents over, 
and 13 per cent, 11% to 12% cents 
over. 


Stocks of Corn March 1. 


Farm stocks of corn on March 1 
fotaled about 1,319,000,000 bush- 
els, according to the department’s 
estimate, which, together with the 
stocks in the principal markets, 
brings the supply to about 1,353,- 
000,000 bushels, or about 560,- 
000,000 more than the small sup- 
Ply On March 1 last year. Because 
of the favorable prices of live stock, 
however, corn is not being forced 
on the market and current receipts 
have been but little larger than the 
current demand. Industries con- 
tinued to be active buyers during 
the week and there was more ac- 
tivity in the demand from the 
Southern aud Southwestern States 
where farm work is getting under 
@way. Prices held firm and were 
practically unchanged from those 
of the previous week. 

While stocks of oats on farms and 
-in the principal markets on March 
.1 totaled about 17,000,000 bush- 
els larger than this time last year, 
consumption and exports during the 
year have been larger than last year 
and if these cantinue at the same 
rate: the carryover at the close of 
the year will be no larger than last 
year. Low prices have increased 
feeding and the movement to mar- 
ket has been much smaller than 
last year, resulting recently in a 
fairly rapid reduction in the stocks 
in the markets.. The demand con- 
tinues active and prices continued 
-‘gteady during the week. 

The amount of rye on farms was 
about 6,830,000 bushels, or about

year. The‘crop was much smaller 
this vear than last, however, and a 
smaller percentage of the crop has 
been consumed and marketed than 
last year. The Small export demand 
has been largely responsible for 
the slow movement of the crop. 
Milling demand, however, has been 
fairly active at the current prices, 
which have been unusually low com- 
pared with wheat. Receipts during 
the week continued small and were 
well absorbed, but prices did not 
share the full advance of wheat 
although they made slight advances. 

While domestic consumption and 
exports of barley to date have been 
materially larger than last year, 
they have not been sufficient to 
balance the increased supply, and 
stocks on farms and in the principal 
markets on March 1 were about 
17,500,000 bushels larger than last 
year. Export demand has _ been 
rather dull recently and barley 
prices have declined. Some slight 
improvement was noted during the 
week, however, in the domestic de- 
mand. No. 3 barley was quoted at 
Milwaukee at 71 to 74% cents cash, 
barley sold at Minneapolis at 54 to 
64 cents, while May future prices 
in that market advanced about 1% 
cents during the week. European 
market prices were not materially 
changed, new crop California bar- 
ley on spot being quoted at $1.85 to 
$2.28 a 100 pounds. Superior Cal- 
ifornia barley was quoted at $1.79, 
while quotations c. i. f. ranged from 
$1.82 to $2.17 a 100 pounds.

All fees 
collected will be paid to the collec- 
tor of taxes of the District and 
moneys so received will be ‘de- 
posited by him in the Treasury to 
the credit of the revenues of ‘the 
District of Columbia. 


Under the bill the term ‘“‘secur- 
ity’’ or securities, includes ‘“‘any 
bond, stoc k certificate under a vot- 
ing trust’ agreement, Treasury 
stock, note debenture, certificate in 
or under a profit-sharing or par- 
ticipation agreement, subscription, 
or reorganization certificate, oil, 

eat or mining lease. or certificate 
of any interest in, or under, the 
same, evidence of indebtedness or 
any certificate or instrument rep- 
resenting or secured by interest in 
the. capital, assets, or property of 
any corporation, unincorporated 
organization, association, trust, or 
public corporation of body, or any 
instrument commonly known as 
security, except negotiable promis- 
sory notes, drafts and commercial 
paper, provided that such notes, 
drafts and commercial paper ma- 
ture in not more than’ twelve 
months from date of issue.” 

No dealer will be permitted by 
direct solicitation or through 
agents, salesmen or by letter, tele- 
rhone, telegraph, circular or adver- 
tising, to sell securities within the 
District without first being regis- 
tered. The list of dealers, agents or 
salesmen registered shall at all 
times during business hours. be 
open to the public. 

The employes of a company sub- 
ject to the provisions of the pub- 
lic utilities act shall not be requir- 
ed to register as to securities issued 
by such company or as to securities 
issued by a company subject tu 
regulation by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

Members of the Washington 
Stock Exchange are exempt from 
all the provisions of the act in re- 
spect to the buying.and selling of 
securities publicly traded in on the 
exchange, but in transactions in 
securities not traded in on the ex- 
change they are subject to the same 
requirements as the dealers. 

The bill as presented has fea- 
tures of the laws regarding the 
sales of securities in Maryland, 
New York and Pennsylvania, with

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NATIONS IN DISCORD. 


Whatever may be the outcome of the 
conference at Geneva, it is evident that 
had feeling has been engendered which 
will work mischief hereafter. The con- 
troversy centering about Germany's ad- 
mission to the league and a permanent 
seat in the council may have been in- 
evitable on account of national] ambitions, 
but it was unnecessarily aggravated by 
attempts to favor some nations at the 
expense of others. 

The council of the league of nations 
was designed to be a litile ring of the 
great powers, with a few smaller powers 
temporarily admitted for the sake of ap- 
pearances. 
tion according to the designs of its 
founders whenever the little ring of 
great powers is unable to control the 
league of nations. If the council is to 
be expanded to take in smaller nations, 
on a permanent equality with the great 
powers, the control of world affairs by 
the great powers will be lost. They do 
not intend to lose this control; and un- 
less an agreement can be reached which 
will insure to the great powers a perma- 
nent overlordship the league of nations 
will go to smash. 

The British and French plan 
contemplated an enlargement of the 
council to include Poland as a necessary 
element of the scheme of permanent con- 
trol by the great powers, but Germany 


does not agree with this proposition. The | 


efforts of Brazil and Spain to gain per- 
manent seats in the council and Sweden's 
refusal to admit any nation except Ger- 
many have baffled the inner ring of 
statesmen who are striving to keep the 
reins in the hands of the great powers. 
The European nations are trying to 
accomplish the impossible feat of making 
nations equal in name and unequal in 
fact. They are striving to maintain a 
league which purports to be based upon 
the equality of nations, while actually 
subject to the dictation of a small group 
of more powerful nations. The funda- 
mental weakness of the league covenant 
is the cause of the controversy at Geneva; 
and if a temporary agreement should be 
reached, the final collapse of the scheme 
will be merely postponed. : 
Superficial commentators have tried to 
make it appear that the league council is 
analogous to the United States Senate; 
but the council and the Senate have no 
resemblance to each other. In the Senate 


all the American States are represented 
permanently, and upon an equality. In 
the league council only a few nations are 
represented, and some of these are not 
permanent members. If a lord of mis- 
rule had designed the scheme for the 
sg. ge of making dissension a certain- 
ty. e could not have conceived a better 
plan.

THE HAITIAN PROBLEM. 


For more than fifteen years the United 
States has been engaged in rehabilitat- 
ing Haiti, and the work has been con- 
_ducted successfully, according to Brig. 
Gen. John M. Russell, American high 
commissioner. Gen. Russell reports to 
the Depurtment of State: 


During 1925 the Haitian govern- 
ment and the treaty officials have 
exerted every effort to build up the 
organizations which are increasing 
the productive wealth of the coun- 
try, anc chetc efforts have already 
resulted in the strengthening and 
‘improving of the general economic 
condition. * * * They have con- 
tinued the program for the stabili- 
zation of Haitian finances, the 
maintenance of tranquillity, the con- 
struction of public works and the 
impruvement in public health con- 
ditions.

Haitian officials, while the Haitian gov- 
ernment pays $35,000 annually. Imports 
into Haiti increased 37 per cent and ex- 
ports from Haiti increased 36 per cent 
in 1925 over 1924. Customs receipts 
increased, and at the close of the last 
fiscal year the cash surplus in the Haitian 
treasury amounted to about $1,273,000. 

The story of American direction of 
Haitian affairs is very much to the credit 
of the United States. 


THE FARMER’S PROBLEMS. 


The prospect of effective legislation in 
behalf of American agriculture at this 
session of Congress would be brighter if 
Congress could find out exactly what 
agriculture wants. The voices raised in 
behalf of agriculture by the farmers, 
bankers and commercial interests allied 
to agriculture are very discordant, and 


there is only one common note discernible | 


—the note of menace to present office- 
holders. It is quite evident that the 
farmers are in an ugly mood and will 
wreak vengeance upon many members of 
Congress unless relief legislation is 
enacted at’ this session. But when the 
legislators endeavor in good faith to 
frame relief legislation, they find that the 
agricultural interests themselves are 
unable to agree upon any legislation. 


The truth is that American agriculture 
is confronted with problems which can 
not be solved by any act of Congress. The 
vastness of American agriculture, subject 
to the caprices of nature and the uncer- 
tainties of production resulting from un- 
related activities on the part of millions 
of farmers constitutes a problem of 
almost infinite complexity. No solution 
yet offered deals with all the factors of 
the problem—and the failure to deal with 
all factors means that the problem itself 
is not vet fully understood. It is idle for 
the farmers to accuse industry or labor 
of conspiring against agriculture; it is 


absurd to blame the tariff for the farmer’s 


losses; it is equally absurd to hold Con- 
gress to account for failing thus far to 
solve the problem of agricultural relief. 
Influences that go far deeper than indus- 
trial or labor ‘‘conspiracies,” tariff dis- 
criminations, or Congressional neglect 
are at work. Agriculture is affected 
sociologically and economically by the 
tendencies which are. transforming all 
American life, along with the changes 
that are occurring throughout the world. 

How much of the agricultural disturb- 
ance is to be charged to unrest following 
the war? How much to the automobile, 
which enables Americans to make cities 
in remote places, to live in cities while 
managing farms, to dispense with work 
animals, to produce by machinery, and to 
take his family to Florida or California 
every winter? How much do the distrac- 
tions of cities interfere with the steady 


work of the farm, and steal away farm 


labor? 

Many farmers honestly believe that 
their lot would be made secure if the 
government would set up an agency for 
handling and disposing of the ‘‘exportable 
surplus.” Their theory is that the sur- 
plus, unless disposed of as a whole, under 
supreme authority, will always depress 
farm prices and bring the farmer’s plans 
to naught. But no one knows how large 
the surplus will be, or in what crop it will 
consist; and no one knows where it can be 
sold abroad, or for what price. It is 
acknowledged that the farmers are not 
organized, and therefore that the farmers 
themselves can not collectively agree upon 
the extent or nature of their acreage. 
Apparently, if the government should 
undertake to dispose of surplus crops, the 
result would be an enormous stimulus to 
planting and a deluge of surpluses. And 
yet there is no known method, except con- 
certed action by the farmers, of control- 
ling the amount of the surplus. 

Wherever the producers of any food- 
stuff have thoroughly organized and 


taken charge of their own marketing they 


have been successful. To the extent that 
farmers have imitated the methods 
adopted by industry and labor they have 
bettered their condition. There is no 
demand by industry that any of its sur- 
pluses shall be handled and disposed of by 
governmental . agencies. Labor, when 
thoroughly organized, contrives to adjust 
itself to the law of supply and demand to 
its own satisfaction. The only great in- 
dustry in the United States which is not 
organized is agriculture. In the light of 


these facts, is it not clear that the solu-' 


tion of the farmer’s problems is complete 
organization and cooperation? 


The government can not organize agri-. 
| culture, and industry and labor are 


equally powerless. The farmer must do 
his own organizing. It is to the interest 


of every citizen that agriculture should 
' be organized, so that it may serve as the

ties. With agriculture organized and 
stabilized, surpluses will not only cease to 
be a bugaboo, but the vagaries‘of nature

All the aid which the government can |

Farmers should not be regarded 
as a special class, entitled to special 
favors, nor should they be denied any of 
the rights and privileges enjoyed by 
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individuals or associations engaged in. 


industry or labor. 
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SEEING HOW IT IS DONE. 


The London Daily Mail had a real | 
inspiration when it decided to send a | 
delegation of British trade unionists to | 
the United States in order to study the 
reason for the disparity between the | 


standards of living prevalent among the | 


industrial workers of both countries. The 
British representatives are no more than 


at the beginning of their investigation, | 


but already they have seen enough to 
convince them that the weekly pay on this 
side of the Atlantic is so much higher 
because the American worker is capable 


of producing, and actually does produce, | 
more than his British confrere in a given | 


time. 
hence the difference in the standards of 
comfort. 

It has been a puzzle to many Britishers 
how American industry could afford to 
pay its workers so well and yet be a 
successful competitor in world markets. 
The answer, of course, is to be found in 
greater efficiency, mass production 
methods, labor-saving devices, and the 


perfection of organization. The delegates 


were not slow to grasp these points, and 
they also noticed that a willing and cheer- 
ful frame of mind was induced in the 
American worker by the commodious 
equipment and quarters and the elaborate 
welfare facilities provided. 

These easements, in turn, they found 
to be the result of the frequent scrapping 
of plants to make way for expansion and 
development. This feature of American 
industry is in strong contrast with the 
attitude of manufacturers in Britain, to 
whom it would be almost sacrilege to tear 
down a building if it has served its turn 
for so short a period as twenty or thirty 
years. 

All the circumstances tend to give the 
American employe a greater turnover 
capacity, and the conclusion reached was 
pithily summed ‘up by one of the visitors 
when he said, “There is no doubt that, 
with this high rate of production, the 
American worker earns his pay.” 

It is evident that the members of this 
observant and receptive delegation will 
have an instructive lesson to teach their 
fellow-countrymen on their return. 


THE CLASSICS AND THE PLAIN 

| MAN. 

The detachment and the width and 
depth of knowledge which have enabled 
so many eminent British statesmen to 
distinguish themselves in other pursuits 
than those of politics have often been a 
fruitful source of wonder. In this con- 
nection, the names of Addison, Burke, 
Macaulay, Gladstone, Disraeli, Morley, 
and Wyndham occur at once to the mind. 
It may be that in the system of education, 
to which the youth of the upper and mid- 
dle classes in the British Isles have been 
immemorially subjected, there is some- 
thing intangible but inherent which may 
help to explain the phenomenon. ™ 

One is inclined to adopt this view after 
reading the address which Stanley Bald- 
win, prime minister of Britain, delivered, 
as president of the Classical association, 
to the members of that body tn January 
of this year. The objects of that organi- 
zation are to promote the development 
and maintain the well-being of classical 
studies. It is undoubtedly surprising to 
find Mr. Baldwin, immersed as he is in 
the cares of state and with many national 
and international anxieties crowding in 
on him and clamoring for his attention, 
willing to accept the presidency of such 
an association, and to give the time, 
which he evidently gave, to the prepara- 
tion of his address. Only an abiding love 
of the masterpieces of Greece and Rome, 
and of the culture, arts, and accomplish- 
ments in which the peoples of these 
ancient nations shone, could have diverted 
so busy and harassed a man from the 
ordinary tenor of his way.

there could’ be no greater honor than to 
be invited to give the presidential address 
on such an occasion. In light and humor- 
ous vein he acquits himself of any charge 
of scholarship that might be brought 


against him, and, ranking himself as one 


speaking for the common folk as an 
ordinary person, he styles his address 
“The Classics and the Plain Man.” For 
all that, he displays in intimate acquain- 
tance with the shades of difference be- 


tween Greek and Roman patriotism, and | 


a fine appreciation of the causes which 
frustrated a Grecian and built up a 
Roman empire. Nor is he insensible to 
the debt due by Western Europe, and not 
least by Britain, to Roman civilization. 
As he forcibly puts it, “it was not for 
nothing that Western Europe was forged 
on the anvil of Rome.” 


From his study of the ancient lan- 
guages, Mr. Baldwin thinks he has gained 
some sense of proportion, a standard of 
values, and a profound respect for the 
truth of words, all of which have been of 
use to him in his daily life. That is a 
pleasant picture which he draws of him- 
selr, in the throes of the first election he 
fought, going home at night and seeking 
a moral purge and a literal sedative in 
the perusal of the ‘Odyssey,’ the 
“Aeneid,” and the “Odes” of Horace. 
These readings were accomplished “not 
without labor in the dictionaries, not 
always with ease, but with care and in- 
creasing joy,” and with the happy result, 
that though defeated, he had passed 
through the fire and tl.e smell of burning 
was not on his garments. 


The “plain man” might learn much of 
the consolations afforded to modern life 
by a study of the ancient classics, were 
he to assimilate and inwardly digest the 
noble and yet practical thoughts which 
permeate Stanley Baldwin’s really re- 
markable address. : 
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WHO SAID IT FIRST. 


Ask a thousand men who may think 
they are posted on historic sayings, “Who 
first declared that ‘a public office is a 
public trust’?” and ninety per cent of 
them will reply, “Grover Cleveland.” 
Consequently when the obituary notices 
of the late William W. Crapo appeared 
with the announcement that he, Crapo, 
was the author of the phrase, an army of 
literati, bookworms and bibliophiles im- 
mediately buckled on their armor, and 
the barrage of literary lore started. This 
verbal artillery has been in action for a 
week, and the shell holes which have been 


' to complete his fame. 


'-names of almost a score of statesmen who 


are credited with the original utterance 
upon which President Cleveland framed 
the celebrated apothegm. 

The chroniclers of the life and works 
of the New Bedford statesman assert 
that he first employed the phrase, ‘“‘public 
office is a public trust.”” But inasmuch as 
the records show that Henry Clay, in an 
address in Ashland, Kentucky, one year 
before Mr. Crapo was born, said “Gov- 
ernment is a trust, and the officers of the 
government are trustees,” Mr. Crapo can 
scarcely have been the originator. Mr. 
Crapo was born in 1830, and when he was 
five years old, or on the 13th of July, 
1835, John C. Calhoun, in a speech de- 
livered on that day said: ‘“‘The very 
essence of free government consists in 
consideriag offices as public trusts.” A 
writer in the New York Sun points out 
that Mathew Henry, Burke and Jefferson 
are credited with the same idea. Then 
we have. the Congressional Record re- 
porting Charles Sumner of Massachu- 
setts on May 31, 1872, as saying, “The 
phrase ‘public office is a public trust’ has 
of late become public property.” That 
was three years before Mr. Crapo took 
his seat in Congress, and nine years be- 
fore he gave utterance to the phrase, for 
which he was undoubtedly indebted to 
his memory and not to his mental 
ingenuity. 

It was Dan Lamont, secretary to 
President Cleveland, who inserted the 
words into the Democratic campaign 
literature in 1884. Mr. Cleveland had 
declared, in accepting the nomination for 
Mayor of Buffalo in 1881, “public officials 
are the trustees of the people,” and he 
reiterated the sentiment when nominated 
for Governor in the following year. 

Neither Crapo nor Cleveland needs the 
credit of the authorship of the expression 
Both lived up to

character suggested by the proponents of 
the pending bill. Mr. Coolidge is of the 
opinion that “‘there is a tendency in this 
country to bring about a liberalization of 
laws and a leaning toward tolerance.” 
It is recalled, too, that during his term 
as Governor of Massachusetts, Mr. Cool- 
idge signed a bill permitting the playing 
of amateur baseball on Sunday, provided 
that no admission fee was charged. 

Washington has been for, lo! these 
many years, the Mecca to which so-called 
reform organizations from all sections of 
the country have been in the habit of dis- 
patching their missionaries with their 
legislative nostrums, doubtless with the 
idea in view that if the Washington dog 
survives the dose of their patented legis- 
lative pills, the rest of the country might 
be depended upon to stand up under 
similar doses of reform. It is refreshing 
to receive assurance from the White 
House that the official without whose 
signature a Sunday closing act will have 
no weight is, after six years’ residence in 
Washington, “convinced that the day is 
not desecrated here, and that the citizens, 
as a whole, do not violate the day and are 
more inclined toward its observance 
than many other cities.”

When Mrs. U. S. Grant, assisted

=e a slogan of leaders of many 
parties and movements | 
long before women became a part | 
of the body politic as voting citizens | 
of the nation. 
It will come as 
many that women 
leaders in 


a surprise to | 
lobbyists and 
movements to obtain 


passage of certain legislative meas- | 


ures in Congress—-to put it more | 
politely—have been with us since 
the early days of this nation. This | 
can easily be proven by a perusal of 
the history of congressional legis- | 
lation. | 

Even then, as today, the social | 
lobby and the feminine lobby were | 
in full swing, and in 1866 a news-| 
paper in describing the crowds | 
gathered at the White ITouse to | 
shake hands with Andrew Johnson, | 
and in Capitol antechambers of the 
Zreat, made special mention of the 
“female lobbyists.”’ 

“It is a noticeable fact. declared 
this journal, ‘‘and by no means 
creditable to the age, that there is 
a growing inclination to use the 
gentler sex in manipulating polit- 
ical wires. In the lobbies of Con- 
gress during the last week, about 
the government departments at all 
times, and at the White House this 
element largely prevails. And it 
is observable that they are not 
wives and daughters of those whose 
interest they represent. In most 
cases they are merely professional 
wire pullers, who, for ua considera- 
tion, undertake the prosecution of 
any claim, secure the appointment | 
of their principals to office or labor | 
for the passage of bills. Relying | 
on the deference usually paid to} 
sex, they thrust themselves in, 
where the most venturesome man | 
would be repulsed, and once obtain- | 
ing the official ear they plead their | 
cause with a pertinacity which will | 
not be denied. So numerous have | 
these female politicians and agents | 
become of late that the heads of 
departments and official personages | 
are compelled to denounce them as | 
nuisances.” 

The situation is greatly bettered | 
now in that women lobby for' 
‘“‘causes’’ nowadays and not ‘‘com- 
pensations.’’ Furthermore, women 
have learned that if they wish to 
further projects in Congress they 
must present the facts to congress- 
men in a logical, brief as possible 
and common sense way and not de- 
pend upon feminine wiles to win 
votes. Instead of presenting their 
individual viewpoints they present 
those of the group of women they 
may chance to represent. No woman 
interested in a cause nowadays} 
would dream of doing what this | 
journal states was the habit in An- | 
drew Johnson’s day, that they 
force their way into the presence of 
a busy man and enter into a long 
argument. Women, like men, make 
appointments, and there is not one 
of our high officials who: will not 
make room on his schedule of daily 
engagements to hear what women 
have to say, pro or con, on any vital 
subject pending before Congress. 

Sooner or later, the heads of 
large organizations of women or the 
chairmen of special committees 
wishing to obtain legislation on 
matters in which they are interest- 
ed, find it necessary to get into 
touch with members of Congress 
and other officials and the clever 
ones never go without their facts 
well marshaled and answers ready 
to any objection the ‘‘other side” 
might make. In the subjects women 
regard as their own field differences 
of opinions as to methods will arise, 
so there is always another side 
from which to be heard. 


The more progressive women of 
the nation have bowed their heads 
in token of submission to the in- 
sistence that ‘‘woman’s place is in 
the home’’ and have set out to make 
the American home the ideal abid- 
ing place and the center of art, lit- 
erature and good citizenship. 

Mrs. John W. Frizzell is chair- 
man of the department of the Amer- 
ican home for the District of Colum- 
bia Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
and she is a welcome invader at all 
-the women’s meetings in the city 
and at many of the men’s as well. 
The women of the city have re- 
ceived the heartfelt indorsement and 
aid of the men of Washington in 
their campaign to make Washing- 
ton, the Capital of the nation, ideal 
in the matter of homes and home 
equipment. Of course, we are far 
from the goal as yet, but the club- 
women and their supporters are 
very sanguine and still preach their 
little litany for home makers. 

This litany which was formu- 
lated by the president of the Gen- 
eral Federation, Mrs. John R. Sher- 
man, advocates such essentials as 
“own the home you live in; plan a 
home to meet the needs of the fam- 
ily artistically and financially; or- 
ganize life in this home so that the 
family may have bodily comfort, 
personal freedom and joy in each 
other and their friends.’”’ The four 
foundation principles to secure suc- 
cess in the home, according to Mrs. 
Sherman, are: Teaching honesty in 
the home; a proper business basis 
for the home; a sense of proportion 
in the home and the practice of 
courtesy and the spirit of fun in 
the home.” 

Onlookers may think that the 
clubwomen are desiring an impos- 
sible Arcadia, but the clubwomen 
declare. and many indorse these 
sentiments that hopes, ambitions 
and ideals can not be too high for 
the American home.

Of course the presence of Mrs. 
Cook made the recent State con- 
ference of the D. A. R. more inter- 
esting and the fact that there were 
many national officers in Washing- 
ton at the time made the local con- 
ference a pre-congress gathering of 
not only local but of national D. A.

Mrs. Cook has established many 
records during her term of service 
in the great patriotic organization, 
not the least being that when she 
puts down her gavel she will have 
been a guest some time in her ad- 
ministration of every State confer- 
ence and convention. Mrs. Cook has 
traveled thousands of miles and 
passed many days to accomplish 
that feat. Twelve State conferences 
had never before been visited by 
any D. A. R. president. 

That the District chapter of the 
American Red Cross is active in 
good works for the community the 
year around was demonstrated in 
the report made public yesterday 
of a recent survey of a month's 
activity in local Red Cross work in 
which many important deeds of the 
chapter are related. 

It was shown in ‘his report that 
through the home service depart- 
ment in that time 23 disabled ex- 
service men and their families were 
assisted; the production department 
made 363 garments and knitted ar- 
ticles for hospitals, and 16,279 
surgical dressings for visiting 
nurses and local hospitals. The 
canteen corps served hot suppers 
to 150 veteran. patients from hos- 
pitals after theater parties and the 
motor corps contributed 729 hours 
of volunteer service, using their 
own cars for the most part and fur- 
nishing thei own gasoline. 

The Grey Ladies at Walter Reed 
hospital, working in affiiation with 
the chapter, gave 242 hours of 
service there, while 25 workers 
were engaged in ward visiting. The 
hospital corps of the chapter under 
direction of Mrs. W. S. Spencer, 
chairman of hospital work, put in 
many hours providing recrea‘ion 
for the men at St. Elizabeth’s hos- 
pital, Mt. Alto and the U. S. Naval 
hospital. 

The Junior Red Cross filled 
1,100 Christmas bags and boxes in 
the same period; collected 800 vic- 
trola records for the hospitals and 
made and assisted in delivering 
6,000 containers of jelly and 
sweets. 


The Girls’ Friendly societies of 
\St. Stephens’ P. church and 
Epiphany chapel and workers at 
the Church of the Covenant have 
recently given much volunteer serv- 
ice to the clerical corps of the Dis- 
trict chapter of the American Red 
Cross in its braille work for the 
war blind. The principal work done 
by these groups is in shellacking of 
pages of braille.

and promised that at the end of ten years he would give her a kingdom. 

From this point on in the drama symbols hold the stage. 
tion of the play becomes a game. Hilda wants to hear the harps in 
the air—the same harps she heard that day in her native town when 
the master builder climbed to the top of the church tower and cried out 
to Almighty God that from henceforth he would not build churches, but 
would build houses for happy human beings, fathers and mothers and 
their little children. This girl, Hilda, in her childlike enthusiasm makes 
the master builder do things that his reason dictates against. He dis- 
charges Ragnar’s sweetheart and sends Ragnar himself away with per- 
mission to build a villa. Then he, in spite of his acknowledged giddi- 
ness, climbs to the top of the tower merely because the girl entreats him. 

What, then, is the meaning of all this? Certainly, the play is 
enigmatical. There is contradiction in terms; for in one way Hilda can 
be pictured as a woman determined to bend the master builder to her 
way of doing things; to exert her power of mind over his, or to send 
him to his destruction by her wiles or whims of fancy. Again, she may 
be painted as merely a child who doesn't know what life is all about 


who can not realize the enormity of her request.

$k the complete route and see in Hilda the youthful aspiration of the 


old master builder; see in her the return to Solness of his earlier ambi- 
tions leading him onward and upward once more to a height as high 
as any he has ever climbed. There is no gainsaying the fact that she is 
a temptress. Again, she can be visualized as a futile force compelling 
poor old Solness to attempt the impossible. 

Solness himself, symbolized, is undoubtedly a man who gives too 
much play to the material things of the world; who in his defiance of a 
stronger power than his is dashed to destruction. Again, there is an- 
other way of looking at the tragic figure of Solness. He is a man at 
the end of his journey. He is done for in trying to do too much. 

In the lugubrious wife of Solness many see the victim. of an egoist’s 
pride and ambition; for she, in her blind devotion, has sacrificed every- 
thing, in the name of duty, for a man who has his heart set on other 
delights. Others see in her a woman without a soul, a woman who 
laments more for the nine burnt dolls and other playthings than for the 
two children burned to death when flames destroyed the home the 
master builder wished out of the way so he might plan and erect on its 
site dwellings for homeseekers; that he might get his start in life. 
This came about, and he won professional success on the ashes of his 
children’s funeral pyre. Therein is more symbolism.

NCE the president of a Christiana club asked Ibsen what he meant 
O to convey in ‘‘Rosmersholm.”’ He answered: “The play deals with 
the struggle with himself which every serious-minded man must face in 
order to bring his life in harmony with his convictions. For the different 
spiritual functions do not develop evenly and side by side in any given 
human being. The acquisitive instinct hastens on from conquest to con- 
quest. The moral consciousness, the conscience, on the other hand, is 
very conservative. It has deep roots in tradition and the past generally. 
But, first and foremost, of course, the play is a creative work, dealing 
with human beings and human destinies.”’ 

Of such, too, is “The Master Builder.’’ Ibsen would probably have 
answered for this work that the play deals with the struggle for mastery 
between strength and weakness, bravery and fear, that goes on in the 
heart of every man; of the demon that delves down deep into every 
soul and drags out from its hidden recesses the secret shams standing 
like so many silly shibboleths in the shambles of life\facing unsurpass- 
able and insurmountable odds-—a million to nothing ow high or lowly, 
mighty or meek, it all amounts to the same in the end. You can’t have 
your castles and destroy them, too. You won’t remain on top of the 
tower if you're going to fall off. And that might be the moral.

CHAMBERLAIN 
DOMINATED BY 
SOCIAL WORK 


More and more the Columbia 
University Studies in Political Sci- 
ence have come to be recognized as 
authoritative and entertaining and 
the latest publication from that 
press, ‘Joseph Chamberlain and 
English Social Politics,’’ by Elsie 

Gulley, Ph. D., assistant profes- 
sor of history at Wheaton college, 
is no exception to the rule. 

Joseph Chamberlain is a charac- 
ter whose fame has reached beyond 
the confines of the British empire 
and especially to America, where 
there has always been interest in his 
career. 

The present volume deals more 
with the earlier phases of his politi- 
cal career in which the dominant 
note was that of passion for social 
reform, and it is from this stand- 
point that Dr. Gulley has written 
her work. 

Joseph Chamberlain was  nur- 
tured in a household where it was 
believed that certain attention 
should be given to public affairs as 
well as to religious matters. This 
early developed in the lad a re- 
sponsibility toward the life of the 
community. So when he entered 
his father’s well-established busi- 
ness with its honorable record of 
120 years of industrial service, he 
remembered also that he must give 
service to the state. 

One of his first political posts 
was that of councillor of Birming- 
ham. He became interested in the 
education problems of the city and 
was chairman of its board of educa- 
tion for several years. His inter- 
jest in social reform grew apace 
and he welcomed the larger oppor- 
tunity of a parliamentary career 
when it came to him as a result of 
his civic labors in Birmingham. 

Dr. Gulley has given us a picture 
of Joseph Chamberlain as a munici- 
pa] reformer. He made a study of 
the civic problems of this town and 
no detail of its management was 
too small for his attention. 

Among the reforms which he in- 
spired was that of improving the 
sanitary conditions of the working 
class and giving them increased 
educational facilities. Other efforts 
of his in the community were con- 
cerned with libraries, art galleries, 
sewerage and paving and generally 
beautifying the town.

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POP’ GRUETER JOINS 
STUTZ: TO PERFECT 
NEW VERTICAL EIGHT 


Inventor of Overhead Cam- 
shaft Passes Decade in 
Working Out Design. 


SIX-CYLINDER MOTORS 
DOUBTED BY BUILDERS 


Idea Once Laid Aside, Veteran 
Engineer Says; Future of 
Industry Discussed. 


Charles R. Grueter—the ‘‘Pop’’ 
Grueter of earliest automobile engi- 
neering and racing days—has 


joined the factory forces of the 
Stutz Motor Car Co. and will con- 
centrate his energies in guiding the 
production and perfection of the 
vertical eight engine with which the 
new Stutz safety chassis is equip- 
ped. 

The fact that Mr. Grueter is the 
“‘daddy’’ of the new Stutz engine 
ayd has been working on its design 
for nearly a decade, has been 
known throughout the inner circle 
of the automotive world, but is not 
so generally Known to the public. 

Mr. Grueter began work on over- 
head camshaft engines in 1902— 
the first of their kind in the world. 
At that time the camshaft was not 
mounted over the valves, but was 
at the side of the head operating 
directly on rocker-arms. But 
Grueter was building engines and 
automobiles in 1896 and his first 
engines had suction valves. He

built what probably was the first 
four-cylinder car in the United 


States and this was entered in the 
New York-Buffalo road contest in 
1901 


But it was Grueter’s overhead 
camshaft engine which brought him 
into the limelight, and in 1904 
when he sold it to the Matheson 
interests, he joined the Matheson 
Motor Car Co., Ltd., of Holyoke, 
Mass., and later of Wilkes-Barre, 
Pa., as mechanical engineer. Mathe- 
son used this design until the dis- 
solution of the company in 1914. 


Betters 100 Miles an Hour. 


In 1906 he drove one of the 
Matheson cars powered with his 
engine, with seven passengers one 
mile on the Atlantic City beach in 
51 1-5 seconds. He bettered this 
the following year as the same car, 
a stripped standard stock model, 
did the half-mile over the same 
beach course in 17 seconds or nearly 
106 miles per hour. 

But they were earlier days and 
different objectives were being 
sought by engineers. Grueter owned 
a large foundry and machine shop 
in Holyoke when in the spring of 
1896 he bought the winning car of 
one of America’s earliest road 
races—from Jackson Park to Evans- 
ton on the outskirts of Chicago. 
From that time he has passed 
through all the emotions, trials and 
vicissitudes that have been asso- 
clated with the development of the 
automobile industry. 

Independent experimental work 
kept Grueter busy for many Years 
but in 1920, while with the Excel- 
sior Motor Manufacturing & Sup- 


‘ply Co., of Chicago, he began work- 


ing on his present overhead cam- 
shaft design. He started with four- 
cylinder engines and in 1923 he 
built two eight-cylinder engines and 
he igs using one of these on his 
personal car today. 

These two engines had a slightly 
larger cylinder bore and a bevel- 
gear front drive but were otherwise 
almost identical with the new Stutz 
safety chassis engine. 

‘You never can sometimes tell,”’ 
cryptically remarked Grueter at 
the Stutz factory soon after taking 
up his official duties. ‘In 1906 I 
built a six-cylinder engine for the 


Matheson Co. with the cam shaft 
over the valves. That engine was 
& proven engineering success, but 
the company’s dealers said the pub- 
lic would never accept a six-cylinder 


engine, so the project was dropped. 

‘‘Just as it was a generation ago, 
60 it is today, impossible to predict 
along what lines engine develop- 
ment will follow in years to come, 
but in my mind there is no doubt- 
ing that the overhead cam-shaft 
type is the ideal type and the ad- 
vance type for tomorrow’s general 
v2e2¢@, 

‘“‘Automobile engineers have 
agreed on this point for a long time, 
but have always said that the en- 
gine would be too expensive and too 
noisy to be practical. So it became 
a question of building an engine 
of this type that would be quiet 
and would not cost so much more 
than the other types. 

“The value of the overhead cam- 
shaft type lies in the face that it is 
simpler and for the reason that its 
gasoline intake is practically 
straight instead of curved, as are 
others. The principle of the engine 
of the new Stutz safety chassis is 
not new. It is tried and proven 
over many years of effort, and its 
application and coordination with 
other units is our daily study in the 
progress of the automobile engi- 
neering art.’’ 


Adjusting Front Wheel Bearings. 


To adjust front wheel bearings 
put a jack under the front axle, so 
that the wheel swings clear of the 
floor and then remove the hub cap. 
Remove the cotter pin from in front 
of the locknut with the pliers. A 
thin lock washer comes off next. 
Now grasp the spokes directly be- 
low the hub and with the right 
hand in a perpendicular position, 
grasp the upper edge of the tire. 
Work the wheel back and forth to 
detect any looseness. There should 
be a barely perceptible looseness 
and if there is more than that, 
tighten up the lock nut a trifle. If 
there is no looseness whatever, 
loosen the lock nut about a quarter 
of a turn. The wheel should oscil- 
late when the adjustment is exactly 
right.

Maj. Gen. Joseph E. Kuhn was 
born in Kansas, June 14, 1864. He 
was graduated from West Point in 
1885 and from the Engineering 
School of Application several years 
later. His range of experience as 
an army officer extended from the 
Russo-Japanese conflict, when he 
served as attache and military ob- 
server, to command of troops dur- 
ing the world war. 

In 1906 Gen. Kuhn was afforded 
the rather unusual privilege of wit- 
nessing the German army maneu- 
vers, and assisted at reviews where 
the former kaiser and members of 
the imperial German high com- 
mand were present. From 1909 to 
1912 he acted as assistant to the 
commandant of Fort Leavenworth, 
Kans., and director of the engineer- 
ing school, leaving these positions 
to become attache and military ob- 
server in the Eurovean war zone 
from 1914 to 1916. 

Gen. Kuhn commanded Camp 
Meade, Md., where drafted men of 
the District of Columbia, Maryland 
and Pennsylvania were organized 
into the Seventy-ninth division, 
which the general led in several of 
the most sanguinary battles of the 
world war in France. 

Gen. Kuhn was retired from 
active service August 3, 1925. 
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By BRIG. GEN. JOSEPH E. KUHN. 
FOREWORD. 
Y two years’ service as mili- 
tary attache with the 
American embassy at Ber- 
lin during 1915 and 1916 
afforded a fairly accurate 
estimate of German psychology and con- 
vinced me that unless the world war 
should unexpectedly terminate we would 
inevitably be forced into it. Skillful 
propaganda was preparing German pub- 
lic opinion for unrestricted submarinw: 
warfare and its consequences. German 
military leaders expressed themselves 
freely to the effect that the United 
States had no army, could not train one 
for a long time and, even if, she succeed- 
ed in doing so, would not be able to 
transport it to the European theater of 
war for lack of ships tonnage. 

Admittedly plausible as the German 
viewpoint was, [ nevertheless derived 
considerable comfort from the accounts 
of the numerous monster “preparedness 
parades” of our large cities as described 
in the American newspapers of the time. 


| was comforted to think that at last my. 


countrymen are waking up and that we 
will not be caught wholly napping in 
the event of our being drawn into the 
conflict. 

Great was my surprise and disap- 
pointment on returning from Germany 


in December, 1916, and assuming the 


presidency of the Army War college, 
to find that the anticipated war prepa- 
rations had not gone beyond the beat- 
‘ing of drums and the crashing of brass 
bands. No steps whatever had been 


taken to accumulate any reserves of 
; ’ ; a 


. warranted by public opinion.

In fact, when a state of war was de- 
clared on April 6, 1917, our stocks of re- 
serve military supplies, always slender, 
had been practically exhausted by the 
forces cf the national guard called into 
the Federal service for duty on the 
Mexican.border.

THE foregoing statements are in- 
tended in no way as a reflection upon 
individuals or even on that much ma- 
ligned body, the Congress of the United 
States. Preparations for war have both 
a material and an intellectual aspect 
which must run concurrently. In spite 
of repeated violations of our interne- 
tional rights by Germany, the war in 
Europe was still a long way off to the 
mass of the people and neither the exec- 
utive nor the legislative departments of 
the government could move faster than 
The fact 
is that when a state of war was de- 
clared, the war, in commercial language, 
had still to be sold to the nation. 

In spite of the many mistakes and 
shortcomings attending our prepara- 
tions which had to be paid for in life and 
treasure, the one great outstanding fact 
is that we belied the German estimate ot 
the situation and put it over on them. 
Our achievement, starting with prac-

force without some previous policy of 
national preparedness. 
AVING been ordered by the War 
Department to assume command of 
Camp Meade and the Seventy-ninth di- 
vision on August 25, 1917, I made a visit 
to the camp a week prior to that date 
to ascertain conditions. These were far 
from reassuring. Although the first 
contingent of the draft, about 2,000 
men, was scheduled to arrive on Septem- 
ber 5, not more than one-third of the 
construction work had been completed. 
There was no water supnly, no sewerage 
system and no roads. With 10,000 work- 
men, countless teams and acres of lum- 
ber piles the scene presented was one of 
vreat activity but also one of apparent 
chaos and confusion. The constructing 
quartermaster was confident that the 
camp would be ready to receive troops

but 23% of the force called into military 
service, the remaining 77° having been 
obtained by the operation of the draft 
machinery. aes 3 
HE plans of the War Department for 
the organization and training of six- 
teen National army divisions of draftees 
in an equal number of huge cantonment 
camps presented many original, difficult 
and delicate questions. In the first in- 


stance, it involved no less a problem 
than the construction of sixteen com- 
plete cities in the space of a few months, 
capable of sheltering over 40,000 men 
each. In the second instance it involved 
the control and discipline by a mere 
handful of officers and enlisted men of 
the regular army of approximately half 
a million civilians, drawn from the mine, 
farm, bench and office and suddenly 
thrust into a new and strange environ- 
ment, The fact that these camps were 
constructed on time and served their 
purpose without more than trivial short- 
comings and that the organization and 
training of the divisions were success- 
fully effected stands as a triumph of 
organization and achievement. 

In recording some of the incidents 
connected with the organization, train- 
ing and overseas service of the Seventy- 
ninth division it is not to be understood 
that this division differed in any essen- 
tials from those of other National Army 
divisions. All presented the same cross- 
section of citizen soldiers, suddenly 
called into the service of their country, 
hastily trained under pressure of cir- 
cumstances and transported across 
3,000 miles of water to a foreign land, 
there to meet a veteran foe. The pur- 
pose of this article is to refresh the 
memories of participants in the great 
adventure and to point out to.the gen- 
eral public some of the difficulties and 
risks attending. the organization and 
training of any considerable military 


on time. Subsequent events proved that 
he was a trifle optimistic although it 
must be admitted that the progress of 
the construction work exceeded all my 
expectations. The reason for the back- 
ward state of the construction work was 
the fact that the site of Camp Meade 
was amongst the last to be selected and 
that work could not be commenced by 
the contractors until July 2. 

On August 25 I assumed command, 
the principal members of the staff with 
brigade and regimental commanders, a 
total of 29 officers, reporting the same 
day. A two-story office building with 
adjacent quarters, mess hall and 
kitchen enabled the headquarters to 
function without delay but the camp as 
a whole was still far from ready for the 
reception of anv draftees. In only one 
regimental area were the buildings com- 
pleted and these wer2 occupied, tem- 
porarily, by the working forces of the 
contractors. 

On August 29 a thousand embryo 
officers for the division poured into 
camp. A few had some previous mili- 
tary experience acquired by service 
with the national guard or from attend- 
ance st citizens’ military training 
camps, but the large majority had no 
other training tnan the three months at 
the first officers’ training camp at Fort 
Niagara. It is too much to expect that 
a finished army officer can be turned 
out in three months’ time, but be it here 
said that a finer lot of citizen soldiers 
never responded to'their country’s call.

tastes. He clung\to the stately colonial style 
of dressing for men long after it had become 
to the common custom because he regarded 
it as a “‘gentleman’s attire’’ and deplored the 
ungainly improvements (?) that had sef in.

career and then the loneliness ‘of his father 
appealed to his heart and he decided to re- 
sign from the army and serve his father as 
his private Secretary. 

The joy of Martin Van Buren in his son's 
decision was great. In return he aroused 
himself from jhe sorrow that had been devas- 
tating his heart for years and resolved to 
make his boy happy inthe White House. Now 
29 years old the younger Van Buren had tnus 
far escaped the arrows of Cupid as well as 
those of the Indians, But.the belles of that 
cay were planning ahead and there was great 
fluttering of crinoline and shy glances 0!

‘ANGER AND FEAR 
BETRAYED BY EYES 


What happens to you when you are angry? 
What changes take place in your body when 
you are frightened or shocked? 


To answer these questions, Mortimer J. 
Adler and George O. Schoonhoven, graduate 
students of the psychology department of Co- 
lumoia university, New York city, have de- 
vised an entirely new instrument which they 
call a pupilometer. 

This unique machine, described in the April 
/opular Science Monthly, measures the dila- 
tion of the pupil of the human eye in its re- 
~«.won to various emotions. The subject sits 
in @ durk room, his eyes pressed against a 
sort of stereoscope, and looks into a large box 
covered with black cloth. A cap is fitted over 
his head, keeping his cyes fixed on the lenses. 
Strapped over his chest is a pneumograph to 
record his breathing. Over the left wrist is a 
rubber sack inclosed in a cloth band. This 
measures the pulse. 

Facing the subject is an experimenter, who 
observes the pupils of his eyes. 
are crossed with fine hair lines, so that the 
width and height of the pupils can be meas- 
ured exactly. and the changes are recorded 
by adjusting screws on a small! dial. The mo- 
ftons of the screw are set down on a rotating 
cylinder. 
attached to the subject end at this same cylin- 


der, in little needles that make marks on the 


drum as it goes around. 
rye: 4

When all is ready, the drum is set revolv- 
ing, and rows of parallel zigzag qarks ap- 
pear on the drum, showing the subject’s nor- 
mal breathing, his pulse, the normal size of 
the pupil and the time. 

Then, at a signal from the experimenter, 
the assistant, standing behind the subject, 
does something startling. He may shoot a 
pistol, drop a heavy weight or send an electric 
shock through the subject’s body. The sub- 
ject’s eye pupils dilate or contract, and this is 
recorded automatically on the cylinder at the 
same time with the other measurements. The 
pupil measurement is an accurate guide to the 
response of the nervous system to what ex- 
cited it. 

“At present no one really knows what an 
emotion is,’”’ says Mr. Schoonhoven. “If we 
can get variations in blood pressure, pulse, 
breathing and nervous reactions, we shall 
have facts from which to draw valuable con- 
clusions.’’

new and amusing stories, as all traveling 
salesmen do, he never heard any he thought 
worth remembering- and putting in place of 
the four he had so long treasured as tthe fun- 
niest ever.

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CONVICT INVENTOR 
PROMISED FORTUNE 


Two years ago, C. L. Skinner, of Los An- 
geles, was sentenced to four years in San 
Quentin penitentiary, in a tangle over a 
check. He was just one of a thousand oil well 
drillers in southern California. Today, he is 
the inventor of a device for which a large oil 
company has offered half a million dollars 
cash, and he expects his invention to pay him 
from ten to twenty million dollars in the next 
ten years. | 

His invention, says the April Popular 
Science Monthly, prevents the loss of tools, 
such as bits and drills, used in the rotary 
drilling of oil wells. It will mean a saving to 
the American oil industry of ten million dol- 
lars a year, according to Skinner and other 
experts. 


Skinner always had considered this tre-. 


mendous waste necessary, and until he en- 
tered the penitentiary, had never thought of 
trying to prevent it. Alone in his cell one 
night, he hit upon an idea and worked out a 
model in his spare time. Subsequently, War- 
den Frank J. Smith and other officials gave 
him the use of the prison shop and of tools, 
to perfect the invention. 

By the rotary method of drilling, a hole is 
drilled by the constant turning of a line of 
pipe fitted with a bit at the lower end. In the 
ordinary rotary drill, only a pipe sustains the 
tools in the hole, and if the pipe breaks under 
the strain of the twist, the tools are lost. 
Frequently they are never recovered, remain- 
ing in the hole to prevent further drilling. 

Skinner’s invention, however, provides for 
a continuous cable running through the pipe, 


of the well. At the bottom, the cable threads 
into a socket on the upper end of the drill 
or bit. Thus, even should one or more joints 
of the pipe break, the cable remains intact, 
making it possible to pull out the pipe and 
tools. 


Shoes From Panama Hats. 


Making shoes from Panama hats may not 
sound practicable, but it is being done with 
surprising success, says Popular Science 
Monthly. Managers of a New York depart- 
ment store not long ago found themselves 
with an overstock of Panamas. They cudg- 
eled their brains to figure out some way of 
disposing of them profitably. Finally they 
found that the hats would make attractive 
shoe tops, and, accerdingly, turned them over 
to the shoemakers. The Panamas were cut 
for uppers, which were bound off in black 
velvet. The result was declared to be ex- 
ceptionally ‘‘dressy.”’ 


ILLNESS CAUSE OF BAD TEMPER. 

A tendency toward violent temper is often 
a direct aftermath of disease, according to 
Dr. George M. Stratton, noted psychologist 
of the national research council. This conclu- 
sion, says Popular Science Monthly, was 
reached by Dr. Stratton from a study of the 
physical and emotional histories of more than 
1,000 students, and of 20 classes of disease, 
including heart trouble, neurasthenia and ine 
fluenza.

Remarkable Results of the New Plan for 


Encouraging Women Asylum Inmates to 
Keep Themselves Attractive I hrough 


HEN Senator FYorence F. Bohrer, the 
first woman to-wbe elected to the upper 
houss of the Hiinois legislature, made 

a recent official visit to some of the State’s 
institutions for insane Women, she was great- 
ly surprised by the neat and often really 
fashionable appearance of the patients. 
Instead of the pale, haggard creatures with 
disheveled hair whom she had expected to 
see she saw hundreds of women with cheeks 
as rosy, skins as smooth, hair as attractively 
arranged and hands as well kept as any who 
are leading normal lives. In fact, except for 
an occasional wild look in their eyes or some 
eccentricity of behavior, it was hard to be- 
lieve that they were sufferers from serious 
mental disease and under confinement in an 
asylum. 
Senator Bohrer expressed her surprise and 
wonder to Dr. W. A. Stoker, managing direc- 
@cter of the State hospital in Kankakee, and he 
explained that the excellent personal appear- 
ance of so many of the patients was al] due 
to. the asylum’s ‘‘beauty parlor’’—a regu- 
karly. organized department of the institu- 
tion where the women are not only permitted 
but encouraged to go regularly to have their 
hair bobbed, marceled and shampooed, their 
4 faces massaged and their nails manicured. 
'-se“The “beauty parlor’ is maintained not 
“merely to make life in the asylum more endur- 
able for its inmates but to help relieve their 
-mental condition and, if their disease is not 
.sneurable, restore them to sanity. It is prov- 
‘ing its.value over and over again in the 
‘marked improvement which many insane 
“'yomen show after undergoing beautifying 
, treatments and being made to look quite like 
-normal persons. 
5“: Dr: Stoker was the first institutional head 
-to give a practical application to the theory 
“that anything which will stimulate a woman 


patient’s interest in her personal appearance 
is apt to bring an improvement in her mental 
condition and in some cases help effect a 
complete cure, 

The ‘‘beauty parlor” in the asylum at Kan- 
kakee was the first of its kind. It proved so 
successful right from the start that it has 
been made a permanent feature of the insti- 
tution, and similar parlors have been estab- 
lished in the asylums at Elgin and Water- 
town. Before long it is predicted that every 
institution that pretends to give intelligent 
and humane care to the women insane will 
have such a parlor. 

There are few cases of mental disease which 
can not be at least temporarily alleviated by 
the right kind of stimulus—a something 
which rouses the dulled or dormant faculties 
into activity and encourages a return to Nnor- 
malecy. Music is one such stimulus that has 
recently come into use and is proving very 
successful. 

Dr. Stoker reasoned that, because it is so 
instinctive for women to want to gain admira- 
tion or at least to avoid disagreeable com- 
ment through attractive personal appearance, 
many sufferers from mental disease would be 
pound to be benefited by anything to help pro- 
mote their good looks. The success of the 
various asylum beauty parlors is good proof 
of the soundness of the doctor’s reasoning. 


INDIANS AND PIONEERS

From the custom of artificially flattening 
the heads of their infants, usually by strap- 
*'ping them to a cradleboard and compressing 
ghe forehead until the crown of the head was 
foreed gradually into a kind of peak, the term 
o#Plathead’’ has been applied to various tribes 
* from eatly historic times, including the Choc- 
4faw, Catawba, and Natchez of the South, es- 
pecially the Chinook of Columbia river, and 
‘he Indians of Vancouver island. Strangely 
“enough; however, the Salish Indians officially 


"designated “Flatheads’” by our Indlan bu- 
reau did not flatten the head at all, but were 
‘go nicknamed because, according to one au- 

»dhority, when they were first met by Canadian 

-yoyageurs they had some Flathead slaves 
among them, while others explain that the In- 

-dians with undeformed skulls were regarded 

_gs flatheaded by the real Flatheads in contra- 

.@istinction to those whose heads were more or 
‘less pointed. In the State of Washington, 
Salish Indians are commonly called “Siwash”’ 
in the mistaken belief that this is their correct 
Avioal nathe. On the contrary, it is merely our 
"misspelling and mispronunciation of the Ca- 

.padian French sauvage—savage. 

«ij#is: mame means “chief of men,” and it 
“was indeed well earned, for Petalesharo was 
reputed to be the mosi intrepid Pawnee war- 
rior of his time. There were many brave In- 
dian warriors of whom we hear little or 


nothing, and perhaps Petalesharo’s reputation 
also would have been obscured had it not 
been for a remarkable performance which sev- 
eral contemporary writers mention nearly a 
century ago. 

The Pawnee practiced the custom of sac- 
rificing a captive to the Morning Star, and it 
was on one of these occasions, when the vic- 
tim, a Comanche girl, bound to a frame ready 
to be shot full of tiny resinous arrows and 


then burned, that Petalesharo stepped for- 
ward and declared that it was his brother’s 
wish to abolish the practice, and that he pre- 
sented himself for the purpose of laying down 
his own life on the spot or of releasing the 
victim. Whereupon he severed the thoygs 
that bound the girl, bore her swiftly through 
the crowd to a horse, which he presented to 
her, and after seeing her safely beyond the 
reach of immediate pursuit and supplying her 
with food, he left her to find the way to her 
tribe, more than 400 miles away. He then 
returned to his own village. 

Later Petalesharo was a delegate from the 
Pawnee to Washington, and while there was 
given a medal by the pupils of a young ladies’ 
seminary, suitably inscribed, in recognition 
of his daring in behalf of a woman. This very 
medal was dug up a few years ago from a 
grave in Nebraska, which presumably con- 
tained the bones of the Pawnee hero. The 
medal is now in a New York museum.-—From 
Adventure Magazine for February.

(until recently few asylums have provided 
facilities that enabled the women patients to 
give their personal appearance anything like 
the care they did in their own homes. Since 
carelessness about the condition of one’s dress 
and ‘body is one of the first symptoms of men- 
tal disease, it was only natural that many of 
the women should sink into the repulsively 
unkempt condition which has so long been 
associated with the insane and which Senator 
Bohrer was so surprised to ffmd missing from 
the asylums she visited. 


So Dr. Stoker undertook the establishment 
of a ‘“beauty parlor’’ and the results attrib- 
uted to it seem almost magical. After being 
fashionably bobbed and marceled and sham- 
pooed many patients have been roused from 
what had seemed a hopeless mental stupor. 
Their improved appearance gave them new in- 
terest in life and, for the first time since 
their admission, they began to inquire about 
their family and friends. A number of com- 
plete cures are believed to have resulted from 
the women being given the. opportunity to 
make themselves just as attractive as pos- 
sible. 

“The present fashion of bobbed hair, the 
desire to add something to the treatment of 
the insane and to improve sanitary conditions 
in our crowded wards prompted me to install 
a centrally located room for shampooing and 
cutting hair,’’ says Dr. Stoker. ‘Since the 
treatment and care of the insane is langely 
psychology we called this room the ‘beauty 
parlor.’ Whenever we can obtain in con- 
nection with discipline in the asylum condi- 
tions as nearly like those outside, our patients 
are going to find it easier to adjust them- 
selves both upon entering and leaving the in- 
stitution. 


“One of the first evidences of mental de- 
rangement and deterioration in a woman is 
the neglect of her personal appearance and 
the first evidence of her recovery is the in- 
terest she takes in her appearance. We ex- 
perimented with our untidy and careless pa- 
tients by opening a one-chair shop. One em- 
ploye shampooed, curled and cut hair, gave 
facial massage, removed hair from the face 
and manicured from 30 to 35 patients a day. 
In less than six months the appearance and 
mental condition of patients receiving this 
treatment warranted the opening of a larger 
parlor. 

“The new one has four head-washing 
basins, one barber chair, three hand dryers, 
one electric fan to finish off the drying, one 
sunlight dryer which drys a head every six 
minutes, one electric vibrator, two massage 


_It is equipped with marcel irons, 


chairs, one electric clipper 
and a dozen marcel irons. 
“‘A chiropodist has recently 
been added to the parlor’s 
regular list of experts, and 
we are also now prepared to 
treat acne and other facial 
blemishes and remove super- 
fiuous hair. 
“We have 1,700 women pa- 
tients and all of these visit 
the ‘beauty parlor’ once every 
two weeks, with the excep- 
tion of those needing special 
scalp treatments. These go 
third day. Two em- 
with the help of pa- 
tients trained by them do all 
this. work. 
“The results achieved 
through the ‘beauty parior’ can hardly be 
overestimated. It has brought a marked im- 
provement in the patients’ desire for better 
clothing as well as the way they care for it 
and also their personal hygiene. Bath time 
in some of the wards is not as much of a 
problem as formerly. The atmosphere of the 
wards is better.

“One of the previously most untidy patients 
has derived such benefit from the beauty 
treatments that she is now employed to assist 
in giving them. She enjoys her work and is 
one of the neatest patients in the institution. 
In fact, there is a friendly rivalry among all 
the women for neatness. 

“[ do not mean to say that this treatment 
reaches each individual with fhe same success. 
or that there {s a permanent improvement or 
cure for all of them. However, I consider it 
a humanitarian act if only one is uplifted for 
a time, and certainly our results are 
gratifying than that.’’

The State hospital for the insane at Water- 
town was the third Illinois institution to add 
a ‘“beauty parlor’ to the facilities it provides 
for the treatment of its women patients. 

The parlor at Watertown is operated by two 
salaried employes and one patient assistant.

dryers and a complete shampooing outfit. At 
present it is serving the needs of from fifteen 
to twenty patients every day. 


“Careful attention to the condition of a 
woman patient’s hair is an incentive to a 
general interest in her appearance which may 
be the means of widening her scope of interest 
in other matters of everyday life,’’ says Dr. 
H. E. Ellingsworth, managing director of the 
asylum at Watertown. 

“The good effect of a good personal ap- 
pearance upon the mental attitude of the nor- 
mal individual is a matter of common knowl- 
edge and it holds no less true in the case of 
the mentally diseased.’”’ 

‘In all three of these Illinois asylums prop- 
erly trained patients are employed to assist 
the regular attendants in the ‘“‘beauty par- 
lors.’’ There is a great deal of good-natured 
strife among some of the patients for the hon- 
or of holding these jobs, and the beneficial 
effect of this is another of the good results 
the parlors have brought. 

Several of the patient helpere show, great 
adaptability for the work and will be assured 
of a profitable and pleasant means of liveli- 
hood if they are ever able to leave the asylum.

WIS is one of the strangest dog stories 

I have heard. Several years ago I 

read a brief outline of it in a New 

York newspaper. I did not believe it 
could be true. So I made investigations and 
soon I had proved its entire truth.

I would give much to have a truthful and 
detailed account of Bud’s homeward jour- 
ney. It would be worth a small fortune to be 
able to describe his battles against wild 
beasts and snakes and hunger and thirst and 
heat and cold and fatigue. @& 


It was carly in November that he left Albu- 
querque. One hot day, in late June of the 
next year—about cight months afterward— 
Miss Hight sat at work at her desk in the 
office of the Fort Scott Gas Company. The 
door to the street stood wide open. | 

Across the threshold staggered a truly 
piteous figure that lurched to Miss Hight’s 
feet and fell there exhausted and half dead. 
It was the lost collie, Bud. 

He had performed the seemingly impos- 
sible exploit of winning his way home, over 
856 miles of unknown and terrible ground. 
How he did it, nobody ever will know.

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Gulls Approve Good Roads. 


What has the 
good roads move- @ 
ment to do with @ 
bird life? More j 
than most:of you 
think. In a general 
way it is a menace 
to our feathered 
frigénds. If it were 
possible to take a 
census of the num- 
ber of birds killed 
annually by speed- 
ing automobiles, the 
total would, I fancy, 
be rather appalling. 
During the open 
season on ruffed 
grouse, two friends 
of mine started in a ' 
flivver for certain favorite covers. They 
brought back one grouse. But it had not 
fallen a victim to their guns. The flivver had 
proved more deadly than the firearms. The 
bird had attempted to fly across the road and 
proke its neck against the windshield. This 


thing is happening continuously, especially | 


with our smaller birds. 

But the gulls of Martha’s Vineyard have 
begun retaliating tactics. They approve of 
good roads. Most:heartily do they approve. 
These birds live, in part on shellfish. But a 
clam or a scallop with tightly closed shell pre- 
sents a problem. Long ago a gull, ingenious 
above his fellows, discovered that a clam or 
scallop dropped on a rock would be shat- 
tered. Probably it was an accidental discov- 
ery. Be that as it thay, the bird was smart 
enough to take advantage of it, and the word 
was passed on. So it is by no means an un- 
common thing to see a gull carry a tightly 
closed bivalve aloft and drop it. 

But it remained for the gulls of Martha’s 
Vineyard to carry the idea a step farther. 
Some gull discovered that a modern hardened 
road is as good as a rock for the purpose of 
smashing shells, and because there is so much 
of it, it is a lot easier to hit. The result is 
that there is a certain stretch of road on the 
island, of which Warden McLeod, located at 
Martha’s Vineyard, says: ‘‘At this time of 
the year it is a question as to whether a car 
is going to get over the beach road without a 
puncture from broken scallop shells, which 
cut a tire like a razor.’’ The broken shells 
are the result of the activities of the gulls, 
which day after day make joyous use of this 
stretch of road, flying high above it with their 
scalloped bivalves, then dropping them and 
following down to pick the succulent contents 
from the shattered shells. 

Incidentally, crows have been known to 
take a leaf from the book of the gulls and 
practice the same clever stunt. 


A Chanipion Jumper and Sleeper. 


Settling arguments outside a court of law 
is often very uncertain business. Occasion- 
ally, however, it may be undertaken without 
serious consequences. I have just had an ex- 
perience of this kind. A correspondent wrote 
me that during the late fall he and some 
friends encountered certain little animals 
which some of the party were sure must be 
freaks, and concerning which an argument 
immediately started... These animals, so he 


stated, were the size of mice, but resembled _ 


small kangaroos. Their front legs were very 
short, their hind legs were long and they 
hopped about like a kangaroo. One of the 
party, seated on a log, was the first to see 
them. These being Volstead,days, he rubbed 
his eyes and decided that he was dreaming. 
But others in the party saw the little jumpers, 
and .then their holes in the ground were dis- 
covered. 
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There is no mystery about these little kan- 
garoo-like animals. They were jumping mice. 
Like most mice, they are very timid, and 
while not so uncommon that you may not 
find them if you look for them, they are not 
seen frequently. Only when they are startled 
into jumping are they likely to be seen. 
Then they rise like little living rockets above 
the tops of the grasses to disappear again 
perhaps 10 feet away. 

A dainty little fellow is the jumping mouse. 
His coat is fawn color and his waistcoat 
white. For his size, he is the greatest 
jumper among our American little people of 
the fur coats, always excepting the flying 
squirrel, and the latter is really not a jumper. 
but a glider. The long tail of this little 
mouse is to give him balance as he travels 
through the air. It has happened that one 
of these little fellows has lost part or nearly 
all of his tail. Then such a mess as he makes 
of jumping. He hasn’t the slightest idea 
where he is going to land, or how. He turns 
somersaults .in the air—involuntary somer- 
saults. This little fellow has pouches in his 
cheeks. 

A champion jumper is the jumping mouse 
and likewise he is a champion sleeper. Not 
infrequently he hibernates for six months 
out of the twelve. The last one I encoun- 
tered startled me almost as much as he him- 
self was startled: I felt him, before I saw 
him. You see, I had startled hfm in the grass 
and he mistook the opening of my trousers 
leg for a nice, dark, safe retreat. I caught 
him just as he reached my knee. 


Are Your Apartments Ready? 


The bluebirds are already prospecting for 
spring homes. They waste very little time 
once they reach the homeland. The mistake 
that very many people make is that they do 
not get their houses out in time; then they 
are disappointed because they do not have 
bluebirds among their tenants. Bird houses 
should be out now. The old houses should be 
cleaned out and made ready, and the English 


_ sparrow should be kept out, if you want good 


American tenants. Occasionally, people write 


/me that they have two or more apartments 


in a house. Making this kind of a house is 
a waste of time unless you are catering to the 
purple martins. The martin is gregarious to 
a remarkable degree. It is a true apartment 
lover. It is amazing how many of them will 
colonize in a big apartment house prepared 
for them. 

But other birds prefer single houses. Nor 
do they want houses too near together. As 
to the location, you will find as a general 
rule that houses placed in the open will be 
occupied more readily than those hidden in 
a tree. ; : 

If you are advertising for certain special 
tenants, your most effective advertisement 
will be the entrance. If you want house 
wrens, make the entrance only big enough 
for a house wren to enter. A %-inch en-

trance will suit the house wren. The Bewtek 
wren requires an inch, and the Carolina 
wren requires an inch and an eighth open- 
ing. This latter size will suit the chickadee 
also. An inch and a half entrance will “fn- 
vite the swallows. The starling takes a 2- 
inch entrance. Incidentally, it is a question 
if it is desirable to invite the starling. Like 
the English sparrow, this fellow European 
will drive out every other bird in the immed- 
jate vicinity from such houses as it can. get 
into. 

Speaking of the starling, it is rapidly 
extending its range and is now thoroughly es- 
tablished along the Atlantic coast and up as 
far as some 30 miles or moré beyond Mon- 
treal. Where it is not too numerous, it ap- 
pears to be of economic value, because of the 
large proportion of insects in its food. But 
where it congregates in flocks, complaints of 
destructiveness in grain fields are numerous. 
What a pity it is that instead of devoting 
their energies to protecting and increasing 
our native birds, man must upset nature’s 
balance by introducing foreign birds. In the 
North the Bob White, or quai], that marvel- 
ous American game bird, has been killed al- 
most to the point of extinction in many 
places. What is done about it? European 
partridges are introduced to take its place 
and to compete with the few remaining Bob 
Whites in the struggle for maintenance. And 
these Européan intruders can not compar 
with our own magnificent little American P 
White. f

There is a standard way of setting a table. 
All knives and spoons are put at the right 
ef the plate, all forks at the left, arranged 
in the order ihey are to be used, from the 
outside in toward the plate. -- 

There is one problem that this order does 
not solve. Shall you use a spoon or fork for 
a particular course? If. you do not know, 
watch the hostess, who should always make 
the first move in starting a new course. 


After one has finished with a napkin, one 
carefully folds it and places it beside the plate 
if one expects to eat a second meal at that 
same table. But when one is dining out for 
one meal only, or eating in any public res- 
taurant, it is left unfolded at the side of the 
plate. _ 

If 4 whole ear is served, break it into two 
pieces with your hands.

many types of posture, each just as correct 
as the other if it is suited to the type of the 
boy or girl or man or woman who is choosing 
it as the standard. 

It is for that reason that the children’s 
bureau worked out more than one chart, some 
for the fat and some for the thin and- some 
for intermediates with suggestions for adapt- 
ing the standard to every type. 

Each one of the separate charts shows fou! 
possible postures, the excellent, the good, the 
poor and the bad.

The éharts that the 
best time to void such extremes is during 
the growth in the ‘teens. The abdomen should 
be held in perfectly taut, consciously and with 
long as it is required, and then 
‘‘bay windows” in later life won’t be so easily 
acquired. 

Many women spend much time in strenuous 
exercising and disagreeable dieting, and even 
resort to wearing uncomfortable and often in- 
jurious reducing garments_in a fruitless en- 
deavor to reduce certain parts of their bodies. 
lt is not their total weight that they object 
to, but the lumps of fat on their hips, abdo- 
mens, shoulders and necks which are out of 
proportion to the size of the limbs Good 
habits of posture would often be the most ef- 
fective way to correct this, for slumping and 
slouching have thrown the muscles as well as 
the ‘bones and organs out of their natural po- 
sitions. 

With modern habits of sanitation and dis- 
ease prevention and control, we are often told 
that poor health is a downright disgrace, and 
certainly we have every reason to feel hu- 
miliation over loss of health that comes di- 
rectly from carelessness in how we stand and 
sit. It is well established that standing or 
sitting for long periods in slumped or droop- 
ing attitudes is the direct cause of congestion, 
with attendant thwarting of blood circulation 
and lessened nerve tone. 

Resistance to disease of all kinds is there- 
upon lowered, and some general! disturbances 
are invariably set up, such as nervous fatigue, 
dyspepsia, indigestion, chronic appendicitis, 
ulcers of the stomach and ‘many other ail- 
ments. The lungs and the heart are both 
under undue pressure when the chest is al- 
lowed to collapse and serious censequences 
may result. 

A hollow chest is taken as a symptom of 
tuberculosis, but it may alao be the cause of 
that dreaded disease. 

Fallen arches and various muscular aches 
in the feet and legs are among the first warn- 
ings of incorrect habits of posture. 

One method of acquiwing a proper posture 
is the simple rule of holding up the crown 
of the head 1s far as possible. This imme- 
diately throws the chin in, pulls up the chest, 
draws in the abdomen, squares the shoulder 
blades, and balances the body on the balls of 
the feet.

Using the same principle, American phy- 
sical education instructors have developed a

It is particularly important, we are told, 
that the chairs we sit in while at work should 
be scientifically constructed and each one 
fitted to the person who is to occupy it with 
the same care that his ‘boots are fitted.

however, that this is not strange, since if 
one goes back eight generations a man has 
256 ancestors, and in 30 generations, 1,000,- 
000 forbears. 

There are a number of striking instances 
where men in ordinary walks of life closely 
resemble famous men in physical appear- 
ance. Judge Charles Bull, of Reno, Nev., is 
a “‘second Lincoln”? in looks, height and 
weight. His is 6 feet 4 inches tall, weighs 


185 pounds, and his features are remark- 
ably like Lincoln’s. When the late Warren 
G. Harding was President, George de Papalie, 
of Brooklyn, N. Y., was often pointed out by 
startled passers-by as the chief executive. 

Many doubles of the Prince of Wales have 
been discovered, but the one said to resemble 
the British heir most closely is J. A. Gar- 
row, an assistant purser on a great ocean 
liner. The resemblance of James H. McCabe, 
a Brooklyn attorney, to the late Woodrow 
Wilson, has been commented on often. 

Attracting almost as wide interest as Prof. 
van Bemmelen’s theories are the recent ex- 
periments made by Dr. E. O. Manoiloff, of 
Russia. By color solutions and blood tests, 
this savant is said to have been able to diag- 
nose with startling accuracy the dominating 
racial ancestry of men he never hag seen. 
At a recent clinic he examined blood samples 
from 202 persons of various races and na- 
tionalities, and without seeing the subjects 
is said to have diagnosed correctly the race 
to which each belonged.

Men Who Made Our Gardens 


Antoine Laurent de Jussieu was the nephew 
of three ibrothers each of whom rendered no- 
table service in the cause of botany—Antaine 
de Jussieu, professor, author and collector; 
Bernard, at one time superintendent of the 
Petit-Trianon gardens, and Joseph, who, 
among other contributions to horticulture, 
introduced the heliotrope into France, 

This young man ‘began his botanical studies 
when only 17, under the direction of. his 
uncle, Bernard. Four years later he was ap- 
pointed demonstrator and assistant to the 
professor of botany in the Jardin du Roi, and 
immediately began to rearrange the plants in 
that famous collection. For the ensuing 30 
years he worked tirelessly to develop. his 
theory of what plant classification shouldbe, 
and when his genera plantarum finally ap- 
peared in 1789 it firmly establishe? his belief 
that the natural system was the true basis’ for 
botanical classification. 

The year 1793 saw De Jussieu’s appoint- 
ment as professor of ‘botany in the new Jardin 
des Plants, where his teaching activities: con- 
tinued until, in 1826, blindness obliged him 
to relinquish his post to his son Adrien, Dur- 
ing this period he founded the libra: ° ‘ihe 
museum, which is today one of the st in 
Europe.

In the 
absence of sufficient other personnel 
the officers of the division were called 
upon to handle and distribute supplies 
and they worked hard and cheerfully as 
laborers to provide for the comfort and 
well being of the coming draftees. 

When September 15 arrived, construc- 
tion work was still in arrears. Many 
barrack buildings had no windows or 
doors but as fine weather prevailed this 
was not of importance for the moment. 
A temporary water supply from wells 
and springs with pipes laid on the sur- 
face of the ground and gasolene engines 
pumping to tanks had to suffice until the 
installation of the permanent supply in 
December. It was not without some 
misgivings that my staff and I faced the 
problem of receiving and caring for 
15,000 perfectly green and helpless men 
from all walks of life in an uncompleted 
camp where 10,000 workmen were em- 
ployed. But the plunge had to be taken 
regardless of consequences.

ganization requires many specialists, 
such as clerks, mechanics, cooks, wagon- 
ers, stablemen, &c. A _ collection of 
American manhood such as was afford- 
ed by the draft is capable of providing 
any specialist material and this was 
quickly found among the thousands of 
draftees. A survey made in one of the 
regiments revealed fifteen nationalities 
with an educational range from abso- 
lute zero to college diplomas and with 
practically every trade and calling rep- 
resented. 

Bands were organized from those hav- 
ing musical training and so promptly 
was this effected that four days after 
the arrival of the first contingent one of 
the regiments rendered a creditable 
band concert of four numbers at divi- 
sion headquarters. Among the draftees 
was Louis Fisher, of Baltimore, well 
known musician and orchestra leader, 
who was naturally assigned to organize 
the band of the 313th infantry. Later, 
in France, he was selected as leader of 
Pershing’s famous band which toured 
the eastern section of the United States 
in 1919. As soon as the individual bands 
had progressed sufficiently they were 
oceasionally massed by brigades and 
finally all eight bands of the division

plying ‘between Fort Benton and the mouth 
of the Yellowstone. On May 20, 1866, the 
Deer Lodge left Benton and on her way 
down met 33 boats bound up river. In this 
year 12 cents a pound was the general freight 
rate. Cabin passengers paid $300 fare. The 
captain received $200 a month. His clerk 
$150. Mate and engineer each drew down 
$125. And the pilot named his own figure 
and often received the astounding salary of 
$1,200 a month. Those were the .halcyon 
days on the Missouri, but let no one think 
steamboat travel was fast and safe. Perils 
began in the lower river. The Sam Gaty was 
boarded by Hicks’ guerilla band under the

negroes and paroled Union soldiers were 
taken ashore and shot. All aboard were 
robbed. In the upper river the Indians fired 
on the boats. The pilothouse was protected 
by iron plates and the boats anchored in mid- 
stream. No gold rush contained exactly the

Construction work barely kept pace 
with the increasing population of the 
camp which reached over 40,000 by the 
end of November, 1917. One source of 
anxiety was the care of the sick, the 
base hospital not being ready for the re- 
ception of patients until the month of 
November. Fortunately the fine weather 
and outdoor life kept down the sick rate 
so that the regimental infirmaries, each 
with a capacity of 15 beds, were able to 
handle the situation until the opening 
of the first ward of the base hospital. 
As the season advanced, the sick rate 
increased but the units of the base hos- 
pital were just able to keep pace with 
the requirements. The assemblage of 
40,000 citizen soldiers in a single camp 
without adequate prior facilities for 
hospitalzation was an exceedingly risky 
undertaking and might easily have led 
to a calamity. As it turned out we 
played in good luck and nothing hap- 
pened.

ITHIN a few weeks after their ar- 
rival the new men began to show 

the beneficial effects of their military 
training and the healthy outdoor life. 
Pale and pasty complexions, inherent to 
sedentary and indoor occupations, were 
replaced by a pink and ruddy glow, thin 
men took on weight and fat men grew 
thin, while carriage and bearing im- 
proved noticeably. It is simply aston- 
ishing how rapidly men respond to the 
physical benefits of systematic training. 

At this period there were no rifles, 
machine guns or artillery available for 
issue and all training was without arms. 
Pending the manufacture and issue of 
the British modified Enfield rifle, which 
had been adopted as the _ infantry 
weapon, 5,000 old Krag-Jorgensens were 
supplied in November to permit some 
target practice. For the entire artillery 
brigade of three regiments, two obsolete 
5-inch rifles and two obsolete 7-inch 
howitzers were issued and a few rounds 
fired from them in the spring of 1918. 
As a matter of fact, neither artillery nor 
machine gun units received their equip- 
ment of arms until after their arrival in 
France. Meanwhile dummy French 75s 
and dummy machine guns were con-~ 
structed of wood and used for drill and 
theoretical instruction. 

Not only was there a shortage of arms 
for the troops but also a shortage of 
overcoats and blankets. As the season 
advanced and the nights became frosty 
some of the men began to experience 
discomfort for lack of warm clothing 
and sufficient blankets. On my own 
responsibility there were purchased 
12,000 cheap cotton comfortables, the 
entire city stock of Baltimore, and a call 
made on my good friend, Mr. Henry 
White, director of the Potomac chapter 
of the Red Cross, for 10,000 sweaters 
which were furnished within a week of 
the call. These comfortables and sweat- 
ers were distributed where most needed 
and tided over the period until Decem- 
ber when overcoats and blankets were 
received.

Chief of all public buildings is the Capitol, 
which because of its towering dome is con- 
spicuous from any direction in which one 
approaches the city. 

The original plans for the Capitol were 
drawn by Dr. Thornton, a native of the 
West Indies, but they were redrawn by 
Stephen Hallet; they were followed in the 
construction of the first building, which jittle 
1esembled the Capitol of tcday. 

The north wing, which contains the Su- 
vreme Court rooms, wes finished in 1804, 
but the opposite wing was not ready until 
11 years later. A wooden passageway then 
connected them. 

After the British burned the Capitol in 
1814, the new central structure was planned 
and the original building was completed in 
1827, at a cost of not quite $2,500,000. In 
1851 the building was remodeled, and in 
1856 the erection of the present iron dome 
was begun. The Capitol as it now stands, 
together with its approaches, has cost about 
$15,000,000. 

The building is-751 feet long and 350 feet 
‘3, its greatest width, and it covers nearly 4 
ueres of ground. Within the magnificent 
building are two chambers occupied by the 
Senate and thé House of Representatives, 
rooms for the Supreme Court and apartments 
for the various committees and officials who 
meet at the Capitol, and other rooms, made 
necessary by the great amount of business 
trensacted there. The rotunda, the marble 
stairways and the dome are decorated with 
choice statuary and paintings by famous 
American artists. Most of the paintings de- 
pict great events in the nation’s history. The 
famous doors, designed by Randolph Rogers, 
which guard the east entrance, are orna- 
mented with historic scenes of the life of 
Columbus. The old Hall of Representatives 
is now called Statuary hell, and around its 
yall are statues of men who have been made 
prominent in American history. Most of 
tnese statues have been donated by the 
States to which the men belonged. 

The Capito} is situated on Pennsylvania 
avenue. In front of'it is a tree, which was 
planted by George Washington. Many great 
parades have begun at the Capitol and pro- 
ceeded down Pennsylvania avenue. Inaugural 
addresses of Presidents have taken place in 
the Capitol. In summer a cover of green 
grass lies around the Capitol, adding to its 
beauty. On the dome of the Capitol stands 
the Goddess of Freedom protecting against 
every ill to come.

For the benefit of those who did not have 
the opportunity to hear the Boys and Girls 
Editor over WCAP during The Washington 
Post hour last Monday night, I will repeat 
some of the things I told my listeners about 
the great Library of Congress as part of our 
Little Jourpeys around the Children’s Wash- 
ington. 

On July 4, 1776, 150 years ago, in Inde- 
pendence hall, Philadelphia, the Declaration 
ef Independence of the United States of 
America was adopted and later was signed 
by men representing the 13 colonies. Next 
July the sesquicentennial of this event will 
be celebrated with fitting ceremonies in 
Fhiladelphia, but here in Washington in our 
great Library of Congress we have a more 
substantial reminder of this great charter of 
liberty in the original document of the Dec- 
leration of Independence itself just as it was 


signed 160 years ago this July. 


The original copy of the Declaration of 
Independence is only one of the treasures 
cherished in the Library of Congress build- 
ing, which is one of the largest library build- 
ings in the world. The declaration is kept in 
a marble shrine on the second floor of the 
library building and there it may be seen— 
and not touched——-by visitors, for it is kept 


‘under glass and with a special kind of light 


falling on it which will not fade the ink. 
You can still make out most of the signa- 
tures. There is the bold letters in the name. 
“John Hancock,” written large that al] men 
might read it and heed it, and after the 
words Charles Carroll stand the brave words 
“of Carroliton,” so that no other Carroll 


’ 


might be blamed by the enemy for signing 
this paper. 

Another wonderful paper in the same 
shrine is the original signed copy of the Con- 
stitution of the United States. By this paper 
is our freedom preserved in all generations 
and we should look at both of these docu: 
ments with awe and reverence. 

As our celebration of the 150th anniver- 
sary of the signing of the Declaration ot 
Independence I hope ‘every boy and girl in 
Washington will visit the Library of Con- 
gress before July and look at these great 
state papers. It is a rare privilege to see these 
sheets, which are a vital part of American 
history and it is a mighty poor junior citizen 
who will not take the trouble to visit the 
library and inspect them. 

As a bit of encouragement to this patri- 
ctic pilgrimage the Boys and Girls Page of 
The Washington Sunday Post will publish 
on a roll of honor the names of the boys 
and girls who write letters to the editor of 
the page telling me that they have visited 
the ,library for this purpose. 

The library is open daily ffom 9 a. m. 
to 10 p. m., except on Sunday, when it fs 
open from 2 to 10 p. m. Spend a Saturday 
or Sunday afternoon within its classic walls 
and you will be richly rewarded for your 
trouble.
